[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] With the air of the cham- 
bers heavy with the perfume of roses 
and lilies of the valley, while nodding 
branches and stately set pieces half- 
obscured the faces of the stetesmen, 
Congress opened today. The majority 
of the California delegation was pres- 
ent. Both Senators Perkins and White 
were. in their seats, and the former 
looked across the chamber through the 
blossoms and leaves of a basket of 
superb white and red roses. In the 
House, Messrs. Barham and Loud of 
the Republican members, and De Vries, 
Barlow and Castle of the minority were 
in their seats when Speaker Reed 
thumped his desk and brought over 300 
members to order for the second session 
of the Fifty-fifth Congress. 

It was the day of handshaking all 
around, and from above the spectacle 
was one of greeting long-lost friends, 
which impression was heightened when 
six new members were sworn in. Al- 


though it was the first day of the ses-. 


sion, there was a steady procession to 


-the clerk’s desk, and bills and petitions 


came in in great quantities. | 
After the usual preliminaries of send- 
ing a committee to announce the con- 
vening of th® House to the President, 
there was a recess, and when the mes- 
sage was received, bound copies having 
been distributed on both sides, there 
was little attention paid to the clerk’s 
droning through the stately sentences, 
but the members sat at case, following 
him with eyes on the printed pages. 
The message was received quietly, no 
applause or demonstration greeting 
pronouncement on any subject during 
Senator Perkins was well 
pleased with the message. Its position 
on Cuba was in accord with the ideas 
he has always expressed on that sub- 
ject. He thoroughly approved the 
Alaska recommendations. Senator 
White, however, while in comglete ac- 
cord with the position of the President 
on the Cuban situation, said it seemed 
a case of giving the Cubans all the 
arguments and Spain the decision. The 
financial paragraph, he said, was what 
had been expected, but hardly recom- 
mended anything definitely, rather 
commending Gage’s ideas to Congress.

-FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The at- 
tendance upon the first session of the 
Senate today was notably large, despite 
the well-understood fact that little 
business, beyond the presentation of 
the President’s message and the pro- 
ceedings thereto, would be transacted. 

Prior to the convening of the Senate 


1 the members passed a half-hour in 


exchanging greetings. Senater Hanna 
of Ohio, who has been ill for a week, 
was given a cordial reception by his 
Republican colleagues. Senator Wolcott 
of Colorado, one of the members of the 
International Monetary Commission, 
was also given a warm greeting.

IN THE HOUSE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The open- 
ing day of the regular session in the 
House passed without unusual incident 
of any character. The formalities at- 
tending the inauguration of the session 
wero dry and, except as ‘a spectacle, 
hardly repaid the crowds’ which 
thronged the public and private gal- 
leries. Yet, with few exceptions, the 
visitors sat through the whole pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the 
majority; Mr. Bailey, the recognized 
leader of the minority, and Mr. Gros- 
venor of Ohio enjoyed the _ distin- 
guished honor of being appointed to 
wait upon the President, whose mes- 
sage was, of course, the event of the 
day. Its reading was long and tedious, 
hut it was followed with close atten- 
tion by the members and the specta- 
tors in the galleries. There was no 
demonstration until the reading was 
concluded, wheh the Republicans joined 
in a hearty expression of approval. 

Immediately after the reading in the 


House, the House adjourned out of re- 


spect to the memory of Senator George 
Mississippi and Representative 
Wright of Massachusetts, who had died 
during the recess. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—At noon 
today the first regular session of the 
Fifty-fifth Congress was launched 
upon the unknown seas of legislation. 
Simultaneously, at both ends of the 
Capitol, Speaker Reed in the House 
and Vice-President Hobart in the Sen- 
ate dropped their gavels, and called to 
oo the bodies over which they pre- 
side. 

The sun shone brilliantly from a 
cloudless sky, making a glorious, bright 
December day, with a tinge of frost 
in the air to invigorate the lungs, and 
a breeze just strong enough to keep 
the Stars and Stripes snapping from 
the fiagstaffs. 

At the Capitol, the crowds swarmed 
into the corridors at an early hour, and 
choked the marble steps as they as- 
cended to the galleries, from which 
they were to view the show. As °- is 
usual on such occasions, the reserved 
galleries were carefully guarded, ad- 
mission being only by card, and “the 
public had great difficulty in wedging

OF 

SENATE.—The Senate chamber at 
the opening of the session today was 
a veritable conservatory. The floral 
was unusually rich and beauti- 
ul. 
The Republican members were par- 
ticularly well remembered with floral 
presents. One of the mvcsat notable éf 
the offerings, both for size and beauty, 
was that presented to Foraker; of

Precisely at 12 noon the gavel of 
Vice-President Hobart fell, and the 
Senate was called to order. The invo- 


cation Was delivered by Rev. W. H. 
Milburn, the blind chaplain. He made 
a beautiful and touching reference to 
“Our beloved President,’’ who awaited 
news from the bedside of his mother, 
to whom he is devoted, and prayed that 
she might have a peaceful passage to 
the celestial sphere. 

Seventy-seven responded to their 
names on the roll call. 

The venerable. Mr. Morrill of. Ver- 
mont was first récognized by the Vice- 
President. He offered a _ resolution, 
which was passed, in the usual form, 
that the secretary inform the House 
that the Senate was in session, and 
ready to proceed to business. 

Mr. Allison of lowa presented a res- 
olution that a committee of two Sen- 
ators be appointed to join a like-com- 
mittee from the House to inform the 
President that Congress was in session 
and prepared to receive any communi- 
cation which he might desire to make 
to it. The resolution was passed and 
the Vice-President named Allison and 
Gorman as the Senate committee. 

By resolution of Mr. Cullom of IIli- 
nois the time of daily meetings of the 
Senate was fixed at 12 noon. On mo- 
tion of Hale of Maine a recess was then 
taken until 1 o’clock. 

Senators gave the closest attention 
to the reading of the message, a ma- 


jority of them following it from printed . 


copies. That part of it which dealt 
with the Cuban question and outlined 


the pelicy of the administration with 


reference to that question was listened 
to with particular interest. 

The reading of the message was con- 
cluded at 2:95 o’clock. The document 
was ordered printed for the use of the 
Senate. 

Mr. Walthall of Mississippi was rec- 
ognized and announced the death of 
his colleague, Hon. J. Z.: George, at 
Mississippi City, on the 14th of August 
last. By his death, said Senator Wal- 
thall, the State of Mississippi lost its 
most useful and distinguished citizen, 
and this body one of its most promi- 
nent and able members. Mr. Walthall 
presented the usual resolution of con- 
dolence with the family of the de- 
ceased Senator. The resolution was 
adopted, and, as a further mark of re- 
spect, the Senate adjourned. 

At 1:30 o’cloek the Senate assembled, 
and the committee headed by Mr. Gor- 
man reported. He said a like commit-

the President and informed him that 
the branches of Congress were in ses- 
sion and were ready to receive from 
him any message he might) desire to 
present to them. | | 

-Mr. Allison said that the President 
would communicate to Congress in 
writing and he expressed the hope 
that the deliberations of Congress 
might result in great good to the coun- 
try and reflect honor upon itself.

President has said on the currency 
question, Cuba and Hawaii. There was 
some surprise, not to say dissatisfac- 
tion, manifested by Cuban sympathiz- 
ers in. Congress, who expected the 
President to take a firm stand on the 
Cuban-Spanish trvuble. Friends of an- 
nexation evidently are-satisfied with 
the recommendation the President 
made concerning annexation, while the 
bimetallic part of Congress finds 
cause for commendation because of 
ihe President's suggestion on this point. 


Civil service came in for favorable 


mention from the President, who 
promises that he, at all times, will 
endeavor to uphold and extend it. 
Civil-service reformers in both houses 
of Congress are loud in their praise of 
the President for urging the exten- 
sion of the merit system. 

It was, of course, expected that the 
President would note ‘that the full 
value of the Dinglicy Bill has not yet 
been realized, but when he says he 
believes that what already has been 
accomplished hy it is assurance of its 
timeliness and wisdom, the friends of 
the Dingley tariff have new evidence 
that it is all right. 

Senator Perkins said he was pleased 
with all the features of the message, 
and if he were to commend one por- 
tion of it, he would commend it in its 
entirety. Senator White says he is 
glad that the. President’s views on the 
Cuban question coincide with his own.

Atty.-Ger. MeKenna Makes His An- 
nual Report—Cormments on the 
Gevernmment’s Relations With 
the Central Pacific—Some Inter- 
esting Figures.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Atty.-Gen. 
Sic Kenna in his annual report to Con- 
gress, publishes a report of ex-Gov. 
Hoadley. special counse! of the Unitec 
States, in the Pacific railroads case, in 
which is set forth a history of the 
foreclosure suits which resulted in the 
sale of the Union Pacific to the Reor- 
ganization Commiitee and the _ post- 
ponement of the sale of the Kansas Pa- 
cific until ecember 15.

As to the Central Pacific the 
Attorney-General says:

The resignation of the Cabinet fol- 
lowed the resignation of Minister of 
War Gen, Pelloux, which was brought 
about, according to report, in conse- 
quence of the action of the Chamber 
of Deputies tn amending the bill deal- 
ing with other army promotions which 
was opposed by the Minister of War. 
But the Rome correspondent of the 
Morning Post of London asserts that 
the resignation of the Minister of War 
was only a political move undertaken 
in order to make it possible for the 
Marquis di Rudini to secure a unani- 
mous ministry. This correspondent 
adds that the Ministers of Finance, 
Justice and Public Werks in the retir- 
ing Cabinet will not appear in the Cabi- 
net which the Marquis di Rudini is 
expected to form. 

SIGNAL ACTIONS, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ROME, Dec. 6.—The Cabinet meeting 
this morning wassignalized by the Cabi- 
net formally tendering its resignation 
to King Hurbert, who reserved his de- 
cision. It is expected that the Marquis 
di Rudini, the present Premier, will be 
intrusted with the task of re-forming 
the ministry. 

At the opening of the Chamber of 
Deputies, the Premier, the Marquis di 
Rudini, announced the resignation of 
the Cabinet. and the house adjourned.

The Durrant Case More Complicated 
Than Ever—Head-end Collision.

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
BENSON (Ariz.,) Dec. 6.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A mining engineer, who 
has just returned from the interior of 
Sonora, Mex., reports that last Tues- 
day night at Montezuma, fifty miles 
south of the border, he encountered 
three Americans, the toughest speci- 
mens of humanity it has ever been his 
experience to meet. 

The men were walking arsenals, re- 
volvers weighted them down, knife 
handles peeped forth from unexpected 
places, and they carried short carbines 
in their hands. Every action denoted 
that they were fugitives. They car- 
ried several sacks that, in the belief 
of the mining engineer, contained funds 
galore. They were mounted on Amer- 
ican horses. ‘ 

The men were reticent to the extent 
of viciousness. When asked where they 
were from and where they were going, 
they tartly said from up North, and 
were going South. In Bisbee it is be- 
lieved they are the gang that com- 
mitted Grant’s (New Mexico) hold-up. 


WORSE THAN EVER, 


The Durrant Case Causes Warm 

Discussion Between Attorneys. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—The Dur- 


‘rant case is now in a more complicated 


condition than ever. . 

The Supreme Court of this State this 
morning, to all practical purposes, re- 
fused, though not in so many words, to 
entertain the motion of Deputy Attor- 
ney-General Carter, upon the ground 
that in reality there is no appeal pend- 
ing before the highest tribunal of this 
State. 

Incidentally, the Chief Justice took 
ocCasion to score Superior Judge Bahrs 
in rather pointed language, while 
throughout the agument heard at this 
morning’s session, the Justices plainly 
evinced their resentment at the action 
of the lower court Judge who had 
dared pass criticism upon the Superior 
tribunal. 

Deputy Attorney-General Carter, inthe 
famous case today,addressedthe court 
upon his motion, made some time ago, 
to shorten the tie necessary in which a 
preliminary warning must be given in or- 
der to secure a motion to dismiss any 
pending appeal. The usual time re- 
quired by the Supreme Court is ten 
days, but Deputy Attorney-General 
Carter desired to clear the Supreme 
Court of the case by securing the dis- 
missal of the appeal today. This he 
was unable to do, however, for the rea- 
son that the Supreme Court indicated 
that in granting the certificate of prob- 


yable cause a stort time ago the result 
was practically a reversal of Judge 


Bahrs’s action in sentencing the famous 
criminal to be executed within forty- 
eight hours of the receipt of the news 
of the action of the United States Su- 
preme Court, 

As Durrant’s attorneys had appealed 
to the State Supreme Court from Judge 
Bahrs’s order of execution, they, as did 
the Attorney-General, supposed the 
matter was still pending, even though 
the certificate of probable cause had is- 
sued, there having been no actual deci- 
sion upon the points involved. 

Chief Justice Beatty, therefore, cre- 
ated somewhat of a sensation this 
morning, when from the bench, he an- 
nounced that, practically, the issuance 
of the certificate amounted to a rever- 
sal of Judge Bahrs’s order. This be- 
ing the case, Durrant’s appeals have 
been determined in his favor. 

“This ‘court did not officially and 
pointedly reverse the Superior Judge's 
order,” said the Chief Justice, ‘but 
when six out of the seven justices con- 
cur in granting a certificate of probable 
cause, it amounts to the same thing, 
and we are ready to make a, formal or- 
der of reversal. The lower court. Judge 
has taken occasion to say through the 
press that the action of the Supreme 
Court was inconceivable. Possibly we 
may be able at some future time to 
make an order that he will compre- 
hend.” 

As His Honor concluded, the Denuty 
Attorney-General arose and made a for- 
mal motion to the effect that the order 
of Judge Bahrs be reversed. 

“I make this consequent upon the in- 
dication of the court that this action 
will be taken instanter.”’ 

The court assented, and thus the ses- 
sion, so far as the Durrant case was 
concerned, practically closed. 


SAW THE DANGER,

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—Chief of. 
Police Lees was retlected to the office 
he now holds, by the Board of Police 
Commissioners this morning. 

The meeting was held with closed 
doors, but echoes from it were heard 
on the ‘outside, and it was evidently a 
very lively affair. Commissiones Moses 
Gunst, who went to the meeting with 
the intention of opposing, and, if pos- 
sible, preventing, the reélection of Lees 
as Chief of Police, opened the proceed- 
ings by making a motion that the elec- 
tion be postponed for eight months.

Florence Blythe-Hinckley Firmly 
Established in Her Property.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—Florence 
Blythe-Hinckley has won a most im- 
portant victory in the Federal courts, 
and her rights to the vast property 
she has so long struggled for in the.

A MARKED CHANGE IN MOTHER 
M’KINLEY’S CONDITION. 


Regains Consciousness and Greets 
Her Children and Sister—Mny Yet 


Survive Another Day. ’ 
THE PRESIDENT IS NOTIFIED. 


SHE TAKES NOURISHMENT THE 
FIRST TIME IN DAYS. 


Hopes That She Will Survive Until 
the President Survives—Is Re- 
posing Quictly and Shows 
Greater Strength. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
CANTON (0O.,) Dec. 6.—There was 
an agreeable surprise to the children 
and friends gathered about the bedside 
of Mrs. Nancy Allison McKinley this 
afternoon. She regained consciousness 
sufficiently to recognize not only her 
children, but to: extend greeting to 
them, to her aged sister, Mrs. Osborne 
Charlies Miller, and to others who wefe 

near. 
Nourishment was given her about 
noon, It was soon after this that she 
manifested signs of returning con- 
eciousness. The first nourishment: re- 
ceived for several days had a telling ef- 
fect, and she at once rallied. There is 
again stronger hope that she may re- 
cover sufficiently to survive until the 


President reaches her bedside tomorrow 


morning, and perhaps to recognize him. 
It is not thought, however, that she 
will ever regain complete conscious- 
ness. When the aitending~ physician 
left Mrs. McKinley this evening, it was 
with a feeling that she would survive 
the night and possibly longer. : She had 
taken no nourishment since early in 
the afternoon, and was not in quite as 
good condition as when she seemed to 
recognize those about her. But she sus- 
tained little net. loss of. strength during 
the day, and was reposing in a quiet 
and seemingly natural condition. 

IS RESTING QUIETLY. 

‘{[ASSOCLATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CANTON (0O.,) Dec. 6.—Mrs. McKin- 
ley survived the night, and this morn- 
ing was resting quietly, but much 
weaker than at any previous time. Dur- 
ing the night the patient had a number 
of sinking spells and each was feared 
to be the last one. Phe attending phy- 
sician at 9:40 said that Mrs. McKinley 
was resting in the same calm manner 
that she had been since the affliction 
began. It was the opinion of the doctor 
that the aged patient. may survive dur- 
ing the day. Immediately after the ex- 
amination, Abner McKinley hastened to 
a long-distance telephone and told the 
President of the examination. 

At 11:30 Abner McKinley stated that 
his mother had just been noticed in a 
sinking condition. The indications then 
were that she was about to have a 
serious relapse. The. physician was 
summoned. 

As a result of the examination made 
by Dr. Phillips, it was announced at 
12:30 that Mrs. McKinley was slightly 
improved. She took some nourishment 
today; the first for four days. The 
statement is made by the doctor that 
the case has taken such a turn that 
she may survive the day or even until 
tomorrow. 


A DECIDED RALLY. : 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CANTON (0O.,) Dec. 6.—There was a 
decided rally in the condition of Mrs. 
McKinley shortly after noon. About. 
1 o'clock she tock a. second spoonful of 
beef peptonoids and showed. greater 
strength than she has for many hours.

mand administered to Capt. Lovering 
by sentence of court martial, as fol- 
lows: 

“By order of the President, the: pro- 
ceedings, findings and sentence in the 
case of Capt. Leonard A. Lovering, 
Fourth Infantry, are approved. It is, 
however, disappointing that an offense 
sO grave, and, as an example, so_far- 
reaching as this, should have been 
visited with so light a penalty. There 
is no. question but Private Hammond 
deserved punishment for his conduct, 
but he should have received it in a 
lawful way. The military laws govern- 
ing the army are explicit. They pre-- 
scribe the duties of officers and en- 
listed men with the penalties for their 
violation. Under them, both have 
rights and obligations. + 

“When, therefore, an officer with the 
intelligence and experience with which 
Capt. Lovering is credited not ofily 
violates these laws, but exhibits sucha 
lack of humanity as is shown in this 
case, he should receive a more severe 
sentence than a mere reprimand, Com- 
mitting such acts degrade the office 
more than the soldier he punishes, and 
shows unfitness for the.career of an 
officer or command of men.

LOS ANGELES PARTIES IMPLI- 
CATED IN THE AFFAIR. 


Alleged Marital Infelicity Leads to 
Divorce Proceedings Between 
Burlingame and His Wife. 


RODE A HIGH HORSE HERE. 


BOOKS AND BULLION ALLEGED To 
HAVE DISAPPEARED. 


The Young Man Was Given to Gam- 
bling and the Mother Parts With 
Her Jewels to Keep Him from 
Prison—Bloody Encounter. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Papers in what prom- 
ises to be somewhat sensational di- 
vorce proceedings in which Mrs. Roger 
Burlingame appears as the plaintiff, 
have been drawn up by the wife’s at- 
torney, John E. Richards, and will 
probably be filed in the Superior Court 
today. The complainant tells a story 
of marital infelicity, and makes 
charges of extreme cruelty against her 
husband, who, like his wife, has not 
yet reached his majority. 

The plaintiff is the young daughter 
of James Dietrich, a well-known min- 
ing man of this city, and former su- 
perintendent of the Southern Pacific 
Company at Fresno. Just a year ago, 
while still in her seventeenth year, she 
met Roger Burlingame while visiting 
with her mother in Greencastle, Ind., 
and before her parents could offer any 
objections, the young couple were mar- 
ried. 

Mrs. Burlingame charges that her 
husband began to abuse her shortly 
after their marriage. After their re- 
moval to Los Angeles, last April, she 
began to discover Revolting traits in 
his character. According to her story, 
she and her husband together with 
her mother, rented a residence of Prof. 
Brown, who conducted the Eton School 
at Los Angeles. 

Dietrich saw his wife, daughter and 
in 
.@ furnished house, and then started 
for Alaska on a mining venture. Dur-. 
ing his absence the young wife dis- 
covered that her husband was given 
to gambling, and to keep himself sup- 
plied with cash, clandestinely  pur- 
loined some of Prof. Brown’s books, 
which he pawned for small sums. The 
wife asserts, also, that Burlingame be- 
came involved in difficulties with the 
firm. of Wade & Wade, .assayers at 
Los Angeles, with whom he obtained 
employment, on account, of the disap- 


pearance of gold bullion and a num-. 


ber of scientific books from the assay 
office. She also asserts that her 
mother parted with her jewels to save 
Burlingame from prison. 

During all this time, it is alleged, 
the wife was being subjected to brutal

that her life was endangered and her 
constitution almost undermined. The 
family came to San Francisco upon 
Dietrich’s return from Alaska in the

Lorimer of Illinois Introduces a Bill 
for Their Establishment.

Savings bank system is provided for 
in a bill introduced today by Repre- 
sentative Lorimer of Illinois. Under 
his scheme, money-order offices se- 
lected by the Postmaster-General are 
to be made branch postal savings 
banks with an office in the department 
to be called the Central Bank. Any 
person may become a depositor under 
this act, including married women and 
minors above 12 years. Deposits are 
limited to a dollar and its multiples, 
and not exceeding $300 each, and de- 
posits accumiuating above $1000 will 

not draw interest. 

Postal-saving stamps and cards of 
the denomination of 5 and 10 cents are 
to be sold. Interest is to be at the 
rate of 2 per cent. a year, to be added 
to the principal on June 30 of each 
year. Pass-books are to be forwarded 
annually for examination. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, under this bill, 
is required to invest in interest-bearing 
bonds of the United States, or whose 
principal is guaranteed by the United 
States, or in State bonds and bonds 
of municipalities and counties under 
State directions. Deposits will not be 
liable to seizure or detention under 
any legal process. The act is to take 
effect within six months of its pas- 
sage, 


GERMANY ASKS REDRESS. 


WARSHIPS ARRIVE AT PORT AU 
PRINCE FOR BUSINESS, 


Hayti Given Only Eight Hours to 
. Meet the Demands for Indemnity 
to Herr Lueders—Citizens of Ger. 
man Nationality Seek Refuge on 
Steamers, 


FASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

PORT AU PRINCE, Dec. 6.—[By 
South American Cable.] The trouble 
between Germany and Hayti, as a 
result of the arrest and imprisonment 
of Herr Lueders, reached a crisis to- 
day. Two German cruisers entered 
the port during the day, and an ulti- 
matum from the German government 
was delivered to the Haytian govern- 
ment, giving the latter eight hours in 
which to meet the demands of Ger- 
many for an indemnity to Herr 
Lueders. The members of the dip- 
lomatic eorps believe the government 
of the republic has decided to accept 
the conditions of Germany. | 

In anticipation of trouble, the citi- 
zens of German nationality sought 
refuge on board two steamers which 
Were at this port, and the French 
steamer Ville de Marseille has been 
requisitioned by the French Minister 
in order to serve as a place of refuge 
for French citizens. The Ville de 
Marseille has arrived from Porto Rico. 
The population of this place is in 
a state of great excitement, but the 
Haytian government has strong forces 
of troops at its disposal, and is. re- 
solved to maintain order. 


SATISFACTION DEMANDED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


BERLIN, Dec. 6.—Baron von Bulow, 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, said, 
referring to Hayti: 

‘We are not satisfied with the mere 
release of Herr Lueders, and have de- 
manded satisfaction and compensation 
for his illegal incarceration, which was 
contrary to Haytian and international 
laws. We hope the government of 
Hayti will accept our legitimate de- 
mands, as, in addition to the justice of 
our claim, we have the will and power 
to enforce it.” 


HAYTI COMES DOWN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


BERLIN, Dec. 6.—A dispatch to the 
Frankfurter Zeitung from Washington 
says: 

“The republic of Hayti is ready to 
pay Germany the indemnity demanded 
for the alleged illegal arrest and im- 
prisonment of Herr Emil Lueders, a 
German subject, who was subsequently 
released and enabled to return to this 
country by the intercession of the 
United States Minister at Port au 
Prince, William F. Powell, who secured 
Lueders’s release from prison jin order 
to avoid trouble of a more serious na- 
ture, which appears to be brewing on 
account of the alleged arbitrary b:2- 
havior of the German Minister to 
Hayti, Count Schwering.” 


SERIOUS TROUBLE ANTICIPATED. 
fASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


KINGSTON (Jamaica,) Dec. 6.— 
Advices received here today from Port 
au Prince show that serious trouble 
is imminent in Hayti. The streets of 
the capital are placarded with “Down 
with the government!” and the trocns 
have been ordered into the barracks. 


HAYTI READY TO PAY UP. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Mr. Leger, 
the Minister of Hayti to the United 
States, when asked today concerning 
the Frankfort Zeitung’s statement that 
Hayti had agreed to pay the indemnity 
asked in the case of Leuders, said that 
he had received no advices of any 
change in the position taken by his 
government, namely, that it stood 
ready to pay cheerfully any proper in- 
demnity, provided it had the opportu- 
nity to demonstrate whether this in- 
demnity was properly collectable. 

Advices to the State Department in- 
dicate that the situation in Port au 
Prince and Hayti generally is one of 
great commotion, but no reference is 
made to any threats against the goy- 
ernment. 
THE GOVERNMENT WILL ACCEPT. 


The population of the city late this 
afternoon, when the cablegram is sent, 
appears calm, and the present indica- 
tions seem to confirm the supposition 
cabled earlier today, that the govern- 

ent will accept the conditions im. 

osed by Germany, so far as money 
indemnity is concerned, and it is also 
probable that, yielding to superior 
force, and in order to ‘avoid internal

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ances of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
he will be willing to make further con- 
cessions. I do not believe that the 
suggestion for the retiring of the green- 
backs will meet the approval of the 
people, as such a course would inevita- 
bly result in getting contraction of the 
currency. Indeed, it looks to me as 
if the suggestions of the President 
would not be satisfactory to any great 
number of people of any party. The 
President is certainly mistaken when 
he says the government is obliged to 
redeem its obligations in gold. It has 
been the policy of the administration 
to so redeem, but there is no compul- 
sion on this point. 
Senator Pettigrew (Silver Rep.) The 
President proposes to retire the green- 
backs, and in so doing he tries to dis- 
guise the methcd by which it is to be 
accomplished. It is plain that if the 
President’s plan is adopted, no more 
greenbacks can be in circulation than 
there is gold in the treasury. Thus the 
greenbacks virtually become gold cet- 
tificates and will be immediately re- 
tired. 

Representative Dolliver (Rep.) of 
Iowa. The President’s message is a 
clear and conservative statement of the 
national situation. As to the currency 
question, the President’s .omisston to 
urge in detail the most radical reforms 
proposed by Secretary Gage. indicates 
that he will exercise a good deal of 
charity toward Congress, if that body 
should fail to get together on the ques- 
tion. 

Representative Hitt of Illinois, chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs. The message shows thai the 
President has promptly and effectively 
acted on the Cuban question. He has 
pressed upon the attention of the Span- 
ish government the injuries our busi- 
ness interests were suffering, the im- 
prisonment of American citizens, the 
barbarous. warfare under Weyler and 
need of change in. the mode of govern- 
ment in Cuba. The result has been the 
release of every imprisoned American; 
the removal and disgrace of Weyler; 
the end of the concentration and star- 
vation policy and the presentation of 


a system of self-government largely 
based on that of Canada. hen our 
suggestions have thus all béen ac- 


cepted and are being carried out in ap- 
parent good faith, which is shown by- 
the opposition in Spain, he _ wisely 
thinks that goo faith on our part re- 
quires that we let the measure we our- 
selves suggested he tried at least un- 
til we can see whether the Cubans 
themselves will be satisfied. The sit- 
uation is vastly different from that of 
a year ago. 

Representative Walker (Rep.) of 
Massachusetts, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, said, 
as to the financial features of the mes- 
sage: I fear the message. is not suffi- 
ciently specific and does not go far 
enough to relieve the situation. It does 
not recommend that anything shall be 
done until the revenues exceed the ex- 
penditures of the government, which 
may be many months in the future and 
is far from immediate action. Sec- 
ondly, the recommendation that green- 
backs be not paid out except for gold, 
when once redeemed in gold, if en- 
acted into law, would enable one man 
with $1,000,000 of greenbacks demand- 
inz gold of the treasury and then de- 
positing the gold in the bank for 
greenbacks and repeating the process 
346 times, to retire the whole $346,000,000 
in the time it would take him to oécil- 
late between the sub-treasury in New 
York and his confederate foreign bro- 
kers. The recommendation that banks 
be required to redeem their notes in 
gold with no other-provision of law 
would cause every bank in the country 
to surrender its circulation, -and then 
what agency would keep the country 
on a gold basis? 

Representative Henderson (Rep.) of 
Towa. I am’ pleased with the Presi- 
dent's message because it tneets clearly 
and squarely every vital anc pressing 
question. On the money question he is 
clear, stating our situation with 
marked intelligence, pointing out our 
dangers, and making certain recom- 
mendations that would certainly, if 
adopted, prevent for the present, at 
least. disasters that we have experi- 
enced in the past. On the Cuban gues- 
ticn his course has: been active, intel- 
ligent, patriotic and wise. 

Representative Hull (Rep.) of Iowa, 
chairman of the Committee on Military 
Affairs. The recommendations as to 
the currency reform are more moder- 
ate than I expected. I cordially in- 
dorse the President’s position as to the 
Hawaiian Islands, but cannot agree to 
his suggestions as to Cuba. . | 

Representative Bland (Dem.) of Mis- 
souri, the recognized free-silver Dem- 
ocratic leader, said: The, President’s 
proposition to retire the greenbacks 
by holding them in the treasury except 
for gold deposits, means. a contraction 
of the currency to the amount of the 
greenbacks so impounded. His state- 
ment of the situation as to interna- 
tional bimetallism will not be accepted 
in earnest by anybody. There are few 
serious international bimetallists, but 
among them, I suppose the President 
may be classed as one. The message 
on all subjects sounds apologetic and 
like an affidavit for continuance. 

Representative Cox (Dem.,) ranking 
Democratic -member of Banking and 
Currency. The message in -regard to 
the currency, in my judgment, ‘is an 
utter failure. If the policy advocated 
was carried out into law, it could only 
result in the contraction of the cur- 
rency. Under the arguments made by 
the President, it would be the duty 
of the government to redeem silver in 
gold on the application of the holder 
of silver as readily as it does the 
United States notes, so if every paper 
dollar of the government was retired 
the raid could be made on the treas- 
ury just as well with silver. In régard 
to the recommendations as to hank- 
ing, they are of such a character that 
no business bank would do business 
under such law.. 

BILLY BOY’S. SAYSO.

WANTS A BETTER FLEET. 


GERMAN OFFICIALS DEBATE UPON 
THE GOVERNMENT NAVY DILL. 


Admiral Tirpitz Appeals the 
Reichstag for a Change in Vot- 
ing Naval Supplies—His Remarks 
Grected With Cheers — Haytian 

Bineks Badly Scared. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


BERLIN, Dec. 6.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Reichstag today began the 
debate upon the first reading of the 
government Naval Bill. The Imperial 
Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, made a 
statement on the subject, saying: 

“We absolutely require an efficient 
navy to maintain the position created 
for us by the army. This conviction 
has gained ground with very large sec- 
tions of the population, and I declare 
in the name of the federated govern- 
ments that they consider as an imper- 
ative necessity that the navy should be 
Strengthened and that its strengh 
should be fixed by legislaive enact- 
ment. The bill, it is true, demands a 
certain sacrifice from the Reichstag, 
but by its adoption the hands of the 
government will also be tied. The 
adoption of a policy of adventure is 
far from the thoughts of the govern- 
ment, as is any intention of rivalry 
with the great maritime powers. If 
we desire to secure a position in the 
concert of the powers, which we must 
have, a fleet of modest dimensions will 
be adequate. I ask you to adopt the 
bill for the welfare of the Fatherland.” 
[Cheers from the Right.] 

Admiral von Tirpitz, the Secretary 
of the Navy, then addressed the House, 
explaining in detail the necessity for 
introducing the bill to strengthen the 
German navy. He pointed out that 
the proposed new ships would establish 
a basis which, for a long time to come, 
would meet the requirements of the 
country. By the adoption of the bill, 
the Secretary of the Navy continued, 
the next Reichstag would be debarred 
from retarding the rate of construc- 
tion, but he insisted that no further re- 
strictions would be imposed upon Par- 
liament. 

The Secretary of the Navy said that 
in connection with the completion of 
the Kaiser Wilhelm Canal, tactical cal- 
culations were made in regard to the 
necessary strength of the fleet in order 
to render offensive action, even on the 


part of the strongest naval power im- 


possible. He added: 

“In the demand for two squadrons 
of eight ships each we are supported 
by the whole corps of naval officers. 
I am prepared to give more detailed 
explanations, in committee, regarding 
the military points involved. 

“Our active fleet is a fleet for de- 
fense: What we ask is the minimum 
necessary to enable us to throw a 
heavy weight into the scales on the 
side of peace. In 1904 our fleet will no 
longer be a ‘quantite negilgeable,’ and 
German maritime interests will have 
been Increased. To underestimate the 
importance of this would endanger the 
interests of the empire generally.” 

In conclusion, Admiral Tirpitz de- 
clared that the present system of vot- 
ing naval supplies must be changed, 
and he appealed to the Reichstag to 
favorably consider the government’s 
measure. The Admiral’s remarks were 
greeted with cheers from several fac- 
tions. 

Herr Schoenlank, Social Democrat, 
opposed the bill. He thought it curious 
that the flaws in the navy had only now 
been discovered. Attempts were being 
made, he claimed, to frighten the peo- 
ple with phantoms and excite them to 
a craving for glory. How, the speaker 
asked, could this be reconciled with the 
pacific declarations of the Emperor. 

Referring to the occupation of Kiao- 
chau Bay by the German squadron in 
Chinese waters, he said that if Ger- 
many established herself in China, she 
would become involved in endless com- 
plications with Great Britain and Ja- 
pan. Germany, he declares, would 
never be a naval power. The bill, he 
said, was the outcome of personal rule. 

Count Limburgh-Stirrum, the Con- 
servative leader, disputed Herr 
Schoenlank’s contention. ‘We have no 
guarantee of peace,” he said,. “and 
must arm ourselves for the eventua!- 
ity of war. Why should a German 
Charge d’Affaires be obliged to, sub- 
mit to be treated with shameless ar- 
rogance by the blacks of Hayti? P ea 
how was it that the Minister carried 
his point? Because he had 6nly to 
telegraph in order to at once obtain 
efficient support.” 

Count Posadowski, Minister for the 
Interior, was the next*speaker, He said 
the Federal government had no idea 
of arresting social legislation. 

“Herr Schoenank,’’ he continued, 
“had spoken of absolutist tendencies 
in a .certain quarter, but if Herr 
Schoenlank’s views ever find favor 
with a majority of the Reichstag, there 
will be no need of absolutism to de- 
stroy parliamentism.” [Cheers and 
counter-cheers.] The Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, Baron von Bulow, said: 
“Herr Schoenlank’s fears that we shall 
plunge into adventures are not well- 
grounded. The Chancellor and his col- 
leagues are not men to seek useless 
quarrels. We do not poke our fingers 
into every pie, but neverthéless Ger- 
many must not renounce her claim to 
have a share of the countries having 
a rich future. In times past, when 
Germany resigned the land to one 
neighbor and the sea to another, she 
kept for herself only the heavens, where 
pure doctrine dwells. The object of 
the expedition to Kiaochau Bay is to 
obtain satisfaction and greater guar- 
antees against the repetition of such 
occurrences. We do not wish tc in- 
timidate or provoke China. Notwith- 
standing the grave injustice done, we 
— a continuance of her friend- 
ship. 

“In addition to the murder of the 
two German missionaries, whom we 
cannot allow to be regarded as out- 
laws, we have had a number of other 
serious grounds for complaint. We 
cannot allow the view to become es- 
tablished in China that Germans can 


be treated in a manner which other. 


nations do not permit. German mis- 


‘sionaries, contractors, goods and ves- 


sels must be respected, exactly as 
those of other countries. We are quite 
ready to consider the Asiatic interests 
of the other powers, feeling sure due 
regard will be paid to ours. We wish 
to push no one into the shade. but we 
demand our share of the sun. Through 
the traditions of German policy we 
will, without unnecessary alacrity, but 
at the same time without weakness, 
protect our rights and _ interests.” 
[Prolonged cheers. ] 

Herr Barthel, the Freisinnige leader, 
said further light would be thrown 
on the bill in committee. The Freisin- 
nige party, he added, had no idea of 
rejecting the measure summarily. 

Count von Jazowski, the Polish 
leader, declared the Poles would not 
accept the bill in its present shape. 

The House adjourned until tomorrow.

THE ISLANDS SEND REPRESENTA.- 
TIVES TO PROTEST.

Carry a Petition With the Signa- 
tures of Over Half the Entire 
Population — Making Arrange- 
ments to Interview the Sena- 
tors—Hatred in the Islands, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—[Exc!usive 
Dispatch.] The anti-annexation cam- 
paign took on new life this evening 
with the arrival of a commission of 
native Hawaiians, whose purpose is to 
prevent a ratification of the treaty. Col. 
John Richardson heads the party. The 
great petition they bear, which con- 
tains the names of more than half of 
the natives on the islands, will be pre- 
sented to the Senate at once. It is 
understood by Senator White that 
Col. Richardson carries letters to many 
leading men in the upper house, and 
will get to work on them tomorrow. 
He will endeavor (9 arrange for in- 
terviews with the Senators, and is 
hopeful of securing audience with the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

“We represent every native on the 
islands,’’ said Col. Richardson to- 
night. “I do not bélieve Sam Parker 
carries his own family with him. 
There is intense hatred of him in 
many parts of the island for the stand 
he kas taken. No one believes he is 
in earnest. There @ te no others of 
the natives who ars on that side, and 
we represent the entire native popu- 
lation of the islands. We will en- 
deaver to show the Fenators there is 
but ome opinion in the native mind, 
and, if we can, will prevent the absorp- 
tion of our country into the United 
States. We may be joined later by 
some Americans who are opposed to 
annexation, and they may be able to 
strergthen our fight. We shali_ stay 
until we see that we are of no more 
use in the contest.’’ 

There is some nervousness in the an- 
nexation camp over the fact that dur- 
ing recess some of the men who had 
their minds made up, are now in doubt, 
and may not be on the Hawaiian side 
as they were counted. Senator Frye, 
who is one of the most radical of the 
annexation party, now feels there is 
doubt of a full three-fourths vote on 
the treaty. In. that case there will 
be no time lost, but joint resolulions 
will be entered and pushed on the Sen- 
ate side. Castle will put in this kind of 
a resolution tomorrow, so that it will 
be before the House. While the an- 
nexationists feel that they do not have 
the full vote needed, the antis Know 
that they have not enough votes in 
either House to prevent the passage of 
such a resolution. The only thing they 
have to hope for is the prolonging of 
the fight. This was admitted by the 
leader of the “anti’’ fight today.

DARING EXPEDITION. 


SHIP'S CREW LAND MUNITIONS OF 
WAR AT NUEVITAS., 


Discovered by a Spanish Vessel and 
Compelled te Flee for Their 
Lives—Put to Sea in Small Bonts 
and Rescued by a Norwegian 
Vessel,

FORT PIERCE (Fla.,) Dec. 6.-For 
several weeks 1600 rifles and a large 
quantity of emall stores have been ly- 
ing under guard on the keys south of 
Miami which were, so the story goes, 
to be shipped to Cuba on the Daunt- 
less, but the close watch maintained 


by the Spanish secret service caused a 


change of plane and on November 20 
a dozen member& of the Dauntless 
crew Went south to Miami by rail, and 
With small boats went to the rendez- 
vous. The White Wings, a small two- 
masted schooner from the Bahamas, 
met them and took the cargo off and 
immediately set sail for Cuba. On Fri- 
day last the crew of the schooner suc- 
ceeded in making a landing in Nuevi- 
tas. It was one of the most daring ex- 
peditions yet reported. 

Just as the last of the munitions of 
war had been taken in small boats off 
the schooner and transferred to shore. 
a large Spanish vessel was seen bear- 
ing down on the schooner. The men 
in the small boat pulled for their lives 
and managed to reach the White 
Wings. When they got under way, it 
was found that she had sprung a leak 
so they were compelled to beach her. 
the crew putting to sea in smal! boats. 
Capt. Metz of the White Wings com- 
manded one boat and the steward. 
Montgomery, commanded the second. 
which had no compass or mariner 
aboard and got lost, beating around the 
greater part of Friday night and he- 
ing finally picked up by a Norwegian 
fruit vessel and landed at Naseau. 

The men shipped on a Key West 
sponge boat for Florida and arrived 
here this morning. The men in the 
boat with Capt. Metz were undoubtedly 
compelled to land on the Cuban shore, 
and will probably escape to the _ in- 
terior, although the Cubans who met 
the expedition had already left for the 
interior when the boats were returning 
to the White Wings. 


DENIES THE INTIMATION.

HAVANA, Dec. 6.—Consul-General 
Fitzhugh Lee, when interviewed today 
on the statement cabled from New 
York that he forwarded to the govern- 
ment at Washington a copy of the con- 
stitution adopted by the insurgents, ‘re- 
plied that he had sent no such docu- 
ment as was ascribed. He added that 
he had no communication with the in- 
surgents, such as was intimated by a 
Havana paper, but said that naturally 
he would forward, in his official capac- 
ity, whatever documents bearing on 
Cuban difficulties which came into his 
hands, even though unsolicited. Gen. 
Lee also asserted that he was in the 
habit of forwarding statements of both 
sides impartially. 

LOST TO SPAIN.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—The Daily Chron- 
icle publishes this morning a letter 
from a@ correspondent in Havana, who 
says: ‘Sagasta’s efforts are too late. 
Under Weyler’s vile régime half the 
Cuban population disappeared, and 
the remaining half has been converted 
into implacable enemies of Spain, en- 
emies who will absolutely refuse to 
accept Spain’s word. 

“The central provinces are a desert 
waste. The sugar industry can only 
be restarted by the infusion of En- 
glish and American capital, which few 
fare to invest. The island is lost to 
Spain, and it is clearly the duty of the 
United States to intervene in the in- 
terests of humanity and civilization and 
end this warfare.” 


MR. WOLLOTT HOPES. ’

Since reading Pres- 
ident McKinley’s message this after- 
noon I can easily say that—and I think 
that his position is much more gratify- 
ing to the Spanish than it is to the 
friends of Cuba in this country. To 
tell the truth, I am really disappointed. 
I had not expected very much on ac- 
count of the late news from Washing- 
ton, and the President shows by his 
message that he will not do anything 
now, and probably never. 

“I hope that Congress will be more 
friendly to us Cubans than the Presi- 
dent, and something may yet be done 
for them within a short time.”’ 

DETAILS OF FIGHTING. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Dec. 6.—Details have 
been received of the fighting at Guisa. 
The Spanish column under Gen. Tovar 
was delayed four days before arriving 
and capturing the position of the in- 
surgents. The Spanish lost a captain, 
a lieutenant and twenty soldiers 
wounded. According to the official ac- 
count the Spanish garrison defended 
the town heroically. It consisted of 
800 men. The forts, five houses and 
300 huts were destroyed. Eight men 
in charge of the heliograph resisted 
until all were wounded. The insur- 
gents were 5000 strong and had six 
cannon. They were commanded by 
Gen. Calixto Garcia, Gen. Jesus Rabi 
and Gen. Ramirez. A large quantity 
of dynamite was used.

HE DREAKS INTO HIS WIFE'S 
AND IS ARRESTED, 


The Trinats of a Volunteer 
With a Salvationist Hashand. 
God, in liis Mercy, Took Away 
Hier Hahy. 


Benjamin F. Sloane, a Salvation 
Army soldier, was arrested last night 
on a charge of disturbing the peace. 
Five times have he and his wife sep- 
arated, and last night Sioane =  at- 
tempted a fifth reunion with dire re- 
sult to his liberty. ‘ 

Stoane and his wife were married 
eleven years ago, and according to the 
mutual version the ensuing years have 
heen unhappy ones. Five times the 
couple have separated, but the two 
children, aged 7 and 9 years, réspec- 
tively, have reunited them. Sloane 
joined the Salvation Army in Phoenix, 
Ariz., four years ago. The climax tn 
their differences was reached two 
months ago, when Mrs. Sloane joined 
the Volunteers, the rival organiza- 
tion. Since that time Sloane has been 
worse than before, although Mrs. 
Sloane avers that he has never struck 
her, confining his abuse to invec-

sold several horses and buggies which 
he owned there, but refused to send 
Mrs. Sloane any of the proceeds. “The 
Lord wants me to stay In Phoenix,” 
he wrote to her; “and I shall stay. 
God you and the children. I can’t 
send you any money.” 

On November 27 Sloane returned to 
Les Angeles. Last Tuesday night he 
could not resist the desire to sée his 
children, so he visited Mrs. Sloane at 
No. 334 East First street. A reconcilla- 
tion resulted in Sloane going to bed 
with the children, while Mrs. Sloane 
went to bed on the floor. Soon after 
she had gone to sleep she was awak- 


her. The woman go! up and called 
2 passing policeman, who escorted her 
to the Willey House at No. 421 Wall 
street, where she has been rooming 
since. Last night Sloane again visited 
her. He called about 11:30 o'clock. 
Mrs. Sloane and the children were 
in bed, and when his wife refused to 
open the door Sloane promptly broke 
it in. Other roomers in the house in- 
terfered, and Sloane was kept fairly 
quiet until Officer Robbins, in answer 


-to a telephone call to the Policé Sta- 


tion for help, arrived. When Sloane 
was searched at the Police Station $43 
was found on him, but he triumphantly 
sneered at the officer as he remarked: 
“Well, you didn’t find a gun on me, 
did you? Nora Bible either.” As he was 
marched upstairs to the prison, he 
cried: ‘“‘Hallelujah! Glory to God!”? 
“Mr. Sloane was always opposed to 
my joining the Volunteers,’ Mrs. Sloane 
said last night. ‘““When he woke meup 
last Tuesday night he started in by 
saying that he just wanted me to know 
that I and all the Volunteers were 
going straight to-hell. We first sep- 
arated, however, five years ago. At 
that time I had three children, these 
two and a babe in arms. As we couldn’t 
divide the three children equalty, I 
asked the Lord to take the baby away, 
and He did. It died shortly after of 
inflammation of the bowels.”

THE STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

Characteristic of the man is the first 
annual message of William McKinley, 
President of the United States. It 
takes up and deals with the great ques- 
tions of ‘the hour in a calm, judicial 
manner, which comports well with the 
gravity of the issues discussed. He 
avoids with equal good judgment the 
Scylla of “jingoism” and the Charyb- 
dis of ultra-conservatism. There is no 
effort at ornate rhetoric, no ostenta- 
tious flourishes of literary style. The 
President discusses the problems which 
will come before Congress for solution 
in sensible, matter-of-fact way, 
which at once commends his sugges- 
tions to the favorable consideration of 
practical men and demonstrates his 
Own earnestness and sincerity. 

The tariff question was virtually dis- 
posed of at the extra session of Con- 
gress, and the President dismisses it 
in a paragraph commendatory of the 
action taken, bespeaking for the new 
law an opportunity to work out the 
beneficent results which it was de- 
signed to accomplish, and expressing 
eonfidence that those results will jus- 
tify the expectations of its friends. 

A considerable amount of space in 
the message is devoted to the subject 
of currency reform, and the urgent 
need for a revision of our currency 
laws is pointed out. The financial 
operations of the’ government since 
1866 are briefly reviewed, and the pres- 
ent status of our currency is outlined. 
The urgent need of currency legisla- 
tion of such a character as shall pre- 
vent a recurrence of the conditions 
prevailing from 1893 to 1897, when the | 
“endless chain” was in operation, is | 
dwelt upon at considerable length, and | 
the various remedies proposed for cur- | 
ing the evil are discussed. “It is mani{- 
fest,” the President declares, “that we 
must devise some plan to protect the 
government against bond issues for 
repeated redemptions. We must either 
curtail the opportunity for speculation. 
made easy by the multiplied redemp- 
tions of our demand obligations. or in- | 
crease the gold reserve for their re | 
demption.”” Under the present system. | 
@ great burden is thrown upon the | 
government by reason of the facility | 
with which gold can be drawn from 
treasury for the redemption of 
legal-tenders as often as they are pre-. 
sented. The government has no sure. 
means of obtaining gold except by 
borrowing. None of its revenues are. 
specifically payable in gold: hence. 
when the demand notes are presented 
for redemption, the government must. 
part with its gold, with no certain way 
“of replenishing the reserve except by 


borrowing gold on bonds, as was dono 


under the Cleveland administration. 
One of the plans suggested by the 
President to obviate this difficulty is 
an amendment to the existing law. by 
which the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall be authorized to retain in the 
treasury such legal-tenders as have 
been redeemed, holding them as a part 
of the gold reserve, to be paid out only 
in exchange for gold. This plan was 
recently commented upon favorably in 
these columns, as offering at least a 
partial solution of the difficulties pre- 
sented by the existing law, which 
makes it obligatory upon the Secretary 
of the Treasury to put greenbacks into 
Circulation again as soon as possible 
after they have been redeemed. The 


absurdity of this requirement is appar- | 


ent, and it is chiefly responsible for 


‘Oommends the work of Senator Wol- 


most of the embarrassments to which 
the treasury has been subjected in the 
past. The adoption of this plan, even 
if all measures of general currency re- 
vision should fail, would serve in a 
large measure to protect the treasury 
against the raids of gold speculators, 
and with anything like adequate reve- 
nues would obviate the necessity for 
any further issues of bonds. . Relief to 
this extent should be accorded to the 
treasury at the present session of Con- 
gress, however radically the members 
of Senate and House may differ on 
other details of financial legislation. 
The President concurs with the rec- 
ommendation of the Secretary of the 
Treasury that national banks shall be 
allowed to issue notes to the face value 
of the bonds which they have deposited 


to secure their circulation, and that the’ 
tax on their notes be reduced to one-. 


half of 1 per cent. per annum. He also 
recommends that authority be,given 
for the establishment of national banks 
with a minimum capital of $25,000, 
thus affording needed banking facill- 
ties to agricultural regions and the 
smaller villages. The issue of national 
bank notes should, in the President's 
opinion, be restricted to notes of the 
denomination of $10 and upward, which 
would have the effect of bringing sil- 
ver com into general circulation to 
meet the demands of minor transac- 
tions. 

Much space in the message is devoted 
to a review of the Cuban question. 
The President’s position on this issue 
may be summed up in the statement 
that he counsels moderation on the 
part of our government at the present 
time, in order to afford the new minis- 
try in Spain an opportunity to make a 
fair test of its announced plan of 
autonomy. While mindful of the hor- 
rors of the insurrection and of the 
Weyler régime, the President points 
out that the Sagasta Ministry has 
promised a radical change of pro- 
gramme, and expresses confidence in 
its ability to bring an end to the re- 
bellion within a reasonable time. He 


further points out that a formal recog- 


nition of the belligerent rights of the 
insurgents by our government at the 
present time would entail responsibili- 
ties and obligations which it would not 
be wise to incur. It would subject 
our commerce to needless annoyance 
on the high seas, from which it is now 
practically exempt, and would be 
likely to lead to complications which 
might easily result in war. The Presi- 
dent does not regard the present status. 
of the insurgents such as to warrant 
their recognition as an independent 
or belligerent power. He urges, in 
short, that we should give the Sagasta 
government ample opportunity to work 
out the reforms it has promised, and 
that we should maintain a position so 
dignified and obviously just that “if it 
Shall hereafter be a duty imposed by 
our obligations to ourselves, to civiliza- 
tion and humanity to intervene with 
force, it shall be without fault on our 
part and only because the necessity 
for such action will be so clear as to 
command the support and approval of 
the civilized world.” These senti- 
ments must certainly commend them- 
selves forcibly to all conservative and 
right-minded men, to whatever politi- 
cal party they owe allegiance. 

The ratification of the Hawaiian 
treaty of annexation is earnestly rec- 


ommended, and Congress is asked to 


see to it that, “avoiding abrupt as- 
similation of elements perhaps hardly 
yet fitted to share in the highest fran- 
chises of citizenship, and having due 
regard to the geographical conditions, 
the most just provisions for self-rule 
in local matters, with the lergest politi- 


cal liberties as an integral part of our 


nation, will be accorded to the Ha- 
waijans.”” The opposition of Japan 
to the plan of annexation, it is pointed 
out, has virtually been withdrawn. 
The importance of the proposed Nica- 
ragua Canal, as a highway of com- 
merce between the Atlantic and the 
*acific, is emphasized, and a further 
communication to Congress on the 


subject is promised so soon qs tho 
commission now engaged in surveying 


the route and making estimates for 
the work shall have submitted its 
report, 

Referring to the work of the Bi- 
Commission,” the President 


cout and his colleagues, and expresses 
hope that their labors may yet 
“result in an international agreement 
which will bring about a recognition 
of both gold and silver as money, upon 
such terms and with such safeguards 
as will secure the use of both. metals 
upon a basis which shall work no in- 
justice to any class ‘of our citizens.” 
One of the recommendations of the 
President which is of especial interest 
to the Pacific Coast is that for the 


Strengthening of. our navy and our 
coast defenses. He expresses the opin- 
ioh that immediate steps should be 
taken to provide threo or four large 
dry-docks on the Atlantic Coast, and 
at least one on the Pacific Coast, and 
a floating dock on the Gulf. He also 
indorses the recommendation of the 
Secretary of the Navy for an appro- 
priation authorizing the construction 
of another battleship for the Pacific 
Coast service. 

The necessity of providing an ade- 
quate government for the Territory of 
Alaska is urged upon the attention of 
Congress. The President says, truly, 
that it is ‘‘to the interest of the gov- 
ernment to encourage the development 
and settlement of the country, and its 
duty to follow up its citizens there 
with the benefits of legal machinery.”’ 

Other topics touched upon more or 
less in detail in the message are the 
sealing question, the Paris Exposition, 
the Indian Territory troubles, preven- 
tion of yellow fever, the Pacific rail- 
roads debts, and the civil service. 
Each of these questions is discussed 
with an intelligent appreciation of its 
importance and in the admirable tone 
of judicial fairness which characterizes 
all the public utterances of the Presi- 


‘dent.

THE HARBOR APPROPRIATION. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in his 
report, recommends that $400,000 be 
appropriated for expenditure during 
the coming year in the work of con- 
structing at San Pedro the harbor or- 
dered by Congress in accordance with 
the report of the Harbor Board. 

This recommendation does not mean 
that only $400,000 be spent on the 
work, but means that such a sum be 
made available for the first year’s 
work out of the total of $2,900,000 fixed 
by Congress as the cost of the improve- 
ments contemplated. | 

The work is to be done on the “con- 
tinuous contract” plan, under which 
the total appropriation is divided into 
annual instgllments, each to be fixed 
by Congress according to the estimates 
of the engineers and the recommenda- 
tions of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
It is estimated that $400,000 can be 
used effectively during the first year, 
and Congress is therefore advised to 
authorize specifically the expenditure 
‘of that sum,

caustic and timely article on the Los 


Angeles school scandal as follows: 

“Political jobbery and corruption are 
always bad, but they are at their worst 
when they assail our public schools. It 
is the aspiration of the American peo- 
ple to keep their school system free 
even from rivalries of legitimate par- 
tisanship. There is discontent when- 
ever appointments are made to school 
positions under circumstances that 
lead to a belief they were intended to 
reward partisan service rather than to 
advance.the welfare of the schools, 
and the discontent warms to indigna- 
tion when there is a suspicion that the 
patronage of the schools is used to put 
money into the pockets of the directors. 
The Los Angeles school board may not 
be more corrupt than that in other 
cities, but by the confession of Director 
Adams Los Angeles has a basis of di- 
rect evidence upon which to work that 
other cities do not possess in making 
an investigation in the interests of 
school reform. It is for that reason 
the attention of the State will be di- 
rected to see what she will do about 
it. She has now an opportunity to en- 
force the maxim of Gen. Grant, ‘Let no 
guilty man escape,’ and if she does so 
the State will once more have the 
pleasure in pointing to her as a city 
of light and leadership.” 

There is no intention of permitting 
any guilty man to escape. If the pun- 
ishment is not made to fit the crime, 
it will not be the fault of those who 
are prosecuting this investigation and 
camping on the trails of the brazen 
banditti of local statesmanship and 
educational “‘pheenance.”’ 


A public-spirited citizen of Los An- 
geles authorizes the announcement 
that he will head a list of one hundred 
names with a subscription of $1000 for 
the erection of a new public library 
building in this city; that is to say, 
he will be one of one hundred’ men 
who shall each give the sum of $1000 
to that noble object. There are cer- 
tainly ninety-nine other equally pub- 
lic-spirited citizens in this city who 
are as ready to join in such a work.

WEBB WAS HISSED. 


PLACED ON HIS TRIAL FOR 
EXTORTION. 


A Lively Session of the Board of 
Education Last Night, but No 
New Facts, 


ADAMS AGAIN TELLS HIS STORY 


SAYS HE BELIEVES HE WAS 


HYPNOTIZED. 


How the Boss of the Board Manipu- 
lated Things—Attorney Oliver In- 
timates That the Prosecution 
is a Political Job. 


The trial of Walter L. Webb, the 
member of the Board of Education 
from the Ninth Ward, on a charge of 
having extorted money from one E. 
E. Cooper, an employé of the board, 
was begun last night. 

But seven members of the board were 
present, Messrs. Braly and Bartlett 
failing to answer the roll call. The 
Council chamber, where the trial was 
held, was packed and jammed with in- 
terested spectators, and several times 
during the evening the proceedings 
were interrupted by demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval by the audi- 
ence, which. the chair was unable to 
control. 

Webb, the accused, came in early, 
accompanied by his attorney, Byron 
Oliver. He clearly showed the effects of 
the strain the present troubles have 
had upon him, but was as confident 
and as aggressive in his bearing and 
his talk as ever. 

The people were represented by T. 
E. Gibbon of the Better City Govern- 
ment League and Judge J. N. Phillips 
of the Pure Government League. Pres- 
ident Mathis occupied the chair. 

But one witness was examined last. 
night, namely J. F. Adams, a member 
of the board, and his examination was 
not completed. : 

When the board was called to order 
T. E. Gibbon arose and, addressing the 
en offered the following resolu- 

on: 

“Whereas, during the examinations 
by this board, concluded on November 
30 last, of the charges against C. H. 
Axtell and J. F. Adams, it was stated 
by one Or more witnesses, in the course 
of their testimony given in said exam- 
inations, that Walter L. Webb, the 
present elected, qualified and acting 
representative of the Ninth Ward upon 
the Board of Education of the city of 
Los Angeles, had, while acting as such 
representative of said ward, on or 
about the 20th day of June, 1897, re- 
ceived a benefit, to-wit, the sum of 
$60, for a contract entered into by. the 
said Board of Education with one E. 
E. Cooper, janitor of the Sentous-street 
school in said city; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that this board do now 
proceed ‘to investigate the said matter 
of the said Webb receiving the said 
money as stated in the evidence taken 
in said examinations of said Axtell 
and Adams.” 

Conrey at once moved the adoption 
of the resolution, Davis seconding the 
motion. Mr. Oliver asked that he be 
furnished with a copy of the resolu- 
tion, which was furnished him, and 
after he and Webb had read it, Oliver 
arose and asked Gibbon if the ‘$60 
charge’ or Cooper charge, as it is 
known, was the only one the citizens’ 
leagues intended to bring against Mr. 
Webb. 

“For the present it is,’ replied Mr. 
Gibbon. ‘‘What we shall do later on is 
another matter. I mignt say, here and 
now, that another and a judicial body 
is investigating these matters, and our 
future action will largely depend upon 
theirs.” i 

“In understand,” said Mr. Oliver in 
reply, “that this board is now sitting as 
a court to probe to the bottom and 
ascertain the truth or falsiety of rumors 
of corruption upon the part of.some of 
the members. Mr. Webb has been the 
foremost in courting this investigation. 
That the board is seeking to uncover 
the dishonest members in its body, if 
such there be, is certainly to its credit, 
but I do not believe that either the 
press or public has been fair in this 
matter as regards Mr. Webb. The man 
has heretofore borne a spotless reputa- 
tion, and while I, as a citizen, want to 
see him punished if guilty, I hold that 
press and public should wait until the 
facts are proven before condemning 
him. 

‘* “Trust not in each accusing tongue, 
As most of persons do, °< . 

But etill believe that story false 
That ought not to be true.’ 

“We want in this investigation only 
the facts, no hearsay; no opinions, but 
the facts. We are ready to be con- 
fronted with your witnesses.” 

Mr. Conrey called attention to .the 
fact that the resolution offered had not 
been adopted. It was put to vote by 
the chair and adopted by a unanimous 
vote. 

Mr. Gibbon announced himself as 
ready, and the secretary called C. H. 
Axtell as the first witness. Mr. Axtell 
did not respond, and some minutes 
were lost in hunting for him about the 
building. 

‘‘Maybe Axtell has gone to the Klon- 
dike,’ said Mr. Oliver. 

“Maybe he has,’ retorted Judge 
Phillips, “and maybe you fellows will 
want to join him if he has. It’s Mable 
to get pretty warm down here.” 

Failing to find Axtell, the prosecu- 
tion called J. F. Adams. Mr. Conrey 
then called attention to the fact that 
the secretary had no right to adminis- 
ter the oath to witnesses, and re- 
quested the president of the board to 
perform that duty in the future. Presi- 
dent Mathis then swore Mr. Adams, 
who took the stand. 

There was considerable noise in the 
audience-room, and a suggestion was 
made that a policeman be sent for. 
Laier on this request was again made, 
and tonight an officer will be in attend- 
ance. 

Adams again told his story of how 
Webb came to him and asked him to 
stand in in mulcting teachers 
and janitors, promising him patronage 
in return. His answer to Mr. Gibbon’s 
questions were not satisfactory to Mr. 
Oliver, who intimated that Adams was 
not telling all the facts. This Adams 
indignantly denied. “I am trying to 
hide nothing,”’ he said. “I am trying to 
tell the whole truth.” In answer to a 
question as to what teachers or princi- 
pals of schools Webb wanted the wit- 
ness, Adams, to approach and tell them 
their positions were in danger and they 
had better see Axtell, Adams started 
in to give the names, when Attorney 
Oliver objected. 

“You are going outside the record,”’ 
he said. “You have filed but one charge 
against Webb; stick to that.” 

“Webb may be guilty of a dozen 
offenses of a similar nature,” said Mr. 
Gibbon, “and I contend we have a right 
to show, if we can, that it has been his 
practice to bleed the teachers and em- 
ployés. I do not say he is guilty of 
other charges; that the future will take 
care of." 

“But you have said I was guilty on 
the streets, and to the newspapers,” 
interrupted Webb. 

Before Mr. Gibbon could reply, Mr. 
Oliver appealed to the chair to hold 
the prosecution down to strict rules. 

Suddenly Webb, white with anger, 
jumped to his feet and, brushing his 
attorney aside. said in a voice fairly 


seething with passion: “You don’t dare 
charge me with anything else. There 
were five affidavits filed against Adams 
and Axtell. hy don’t you file them 
against me?” A ripple of applause, ap- 
parently from one portion: of the hall 
only, greeted his remarks. “Every pa- 
per in this town,”’ went on Webr, lash- 
ing himself into greater fury, as he 
proceeded, “has been dictated to by this 
man Gibbon. Gibbon is afraid to bring 
the same charges against me that were 
brought against the others. Gibbon is 
trying to take my reputation away by 
circulating reports about me on street 
corners.”’ 

Mr. Gibbon, too old an attorney to 
get excited, replied: “Mr. Webb need 
not worry. Let him cultivate the vir- 
tue of patience. He shall not escape 
one iota of the burden of shame and 
guilt for the trust he has betrayed. 
That I promise him. I admit that I 
have told the press of this city the 
sources of information at my com- 
mand, and I did so because I wanted 
them to investigate the stories and 
verify them. I may say to Mr. Webb 
here and now, that some of the 
charges against him we have not 
deemed advisable to bring before this 
board, but they are being investigated 
by the proper legal tribunal, as he 
will later learn. I do not say that Mr. 
Webb approached teachers for money 
himself. No, he was too smart for 
that. That work he left to others, his 
tools.”’ 
* A storm of applause greeted Mr. Gib- 
bon’s reply, and some one in the crowd 
in the particular section of the room 
before mentioned yelled out ‘rats.’ 

It was evident the ‘push’ was on 
hand in force and would go as far as 
they dared. <A second demand was 
made for an officer, and Mr. Oliver 
arose and said: ‘I think this debate has 
gone far enough. You are here to prose- 
cute, not persecute Mr. Webb. Let 
the newspapers alone.”’ 

“Then let your client cease to drag 
me into the matter, as he is trying to 
do,”’ retorted Mr. Gibbon. 

“All we want,” said Judge Phillips, 
‘is to find out whether Webb got 
Cooper’s $60 or not. If he did, he’ll 
have to be fired off this board, but 
in finding that out I contend we have 
the right to know whether or not 
he was monkeying around the teachers 
after money. If he was trying to 
tap them’ all, the chances are he 
caught at least one sucker.”’ 

Adams here spoke up, and the ex- 
amination, was resumed. The witness 
went on to tell: about the organization 
of the board, and said something 
about voting for Dr. Mathis for presi- 
dent at Webb’s’~ suggestion. This 
brought the president to his feet, and 
he indignantly denied that he had 
sought the chairmanship of the board, 
and said: “It was offered to me, and 
I received the votes of every mem- 
ber but two, and to show you that 
there was no slate organization I will 
state that not a member of this board 
knew anything about the make-up of 
the committees until I announced them 
from the chair.” 

“Well, let’s go on,” said Mr. Davis 
impatiently. “All the talk and 
wrangling is nonsense. We can’t go 
according to the strict rules of evi- 
dence. Let each side put in its case 
in‘its own way. All we want is the 
truth.”’ 

Then Adams again took up the thread 
of his story. He told the same facts 
as he told before. 

“Webb was the great ‘I am,’” he 
said, ‘I was in the middle to drive out 
the teachers, and Axtell was at the 
other end of the line to catch the 
fish. The money was to go to Webb, 
and did go to Webb, every penny of 
it, so far as I know. When we started 
into this thing I told Webb, ‘See here, 
you’re a young man and I’m an_ old 
one. This thing is wrong, and will get 
us all into trouble.’ ‘Never you mind,’ 
Webb replied, ‘I’ll take ‘care of the 
trouble part. You go on and do as I 
tell you.’ Webb told me he had got 
the Cooper money from Axtell, and 
told me he was going to use it to go 
east to Milwaukee to try and get the 
teachers’ convention here. 
me the $500 appropriation had _ fallen 
through, and he would not only need 
the Cooper money, but had to have 
more to carry him through. Webb 
asked me if I had seen the men he 
sent me after. 
or a dead beat. I have always had 
a good name until I got into this rotten 
Board of Education. The black-list 
fell through, I don’t know why. Webb 
never told me. I served six years in 
Illinois on a board of education, and 
was never called a rascal until I got 
into this rascally board.” 

The cross-examination of Adams by 
Mr. Oliver was tedious. The witness 
and the attorney were constantly 
wrangling, and Adams fell back more 
than once on “I don’t remember.” He 
was evidently afraid of being trapped, 
and hence testified with over-caytion. 
On the whole, however, he stood the 
ordeal very well, and stuck to the 
main facts of his story. 

During the cross-examination an in- 
cident occurred which told the temper 
of the crowd in an unmistakable way. 

Mr. Oliver was pressing the witness 
hard as to contradictions in the state- 
ment he made when he confessed and 
his testimony last night. Adams said 
his memory was not the best; that he 
was an old man and liable to forget 
some things. 

“Yet your can distinctly remember 
all the matters pertaining to this al- 
leged compact between Webb, Axtel] 
and yourself that happened six months 
ago?” said Oliver. 

“Yes, I can, and you’d remember it 
if you had gone through what I have. 
You'd remember something that dis- 
graced you, your wife and children as 
this has disgraced me. At the last 
session of the board I got enough abuse 
to last me a lifetime. I, an old man, 
was brutally treated by a young man, 
that man Webb, he who is responsible 
for all of this.” 

“T humbly beg the gentleman’s par- 
don,”’ shouted rather than spoke Webb, 
springing to his feet. “I beg his par- 
don for calling him the greatest liar 
on God’s green earth, but I will say—’”’ 

And here a perfect storm of hisses 


‘from every part of the room drowned 


Webb’s voice. He stood hesitatingly 
for a second, while the hisses were fill- 
ing the room, and then, as Mr. Davis 
got the floor, sat down. 

‘This is uncalled for,’’ said Mr, Da- 
vis. “‘Not only uncalled for, but un- 
necessary, and I rise to a point of or- 
der. Mr. Adams is testifying and is 
not the subject of any remarks such as 
have been made just now, at least.” 

The chair sustained Mr. Davis, and 
Adams and Mr. Oliver again went at 
it. Once more the attorney sought to 
make a point. He demanded to know 
whether Adams had testified before the 
grand jury concerning the school mat- 
ters and the witness said he had. 

“Was your testimony before the 
grand jury the same as it has been 
here tonight?’ asked Mr. Oliver. 

Both Mr. Gibbon and Judge Phillips 
warned Adams not to answer. 
view of the statement made by Mr. 
Gibbon earlier in the evening that ‘‘a 
competent legal tribunal was investi- 
gating the charges against Mr. Webb,” 
his attorney pressed the point, claiming 
that the oath of secrecy should not 
shield the witness, but if he was en- 
deavoring to find out just what 
charges have been made against Webb 
before the grand jury he was disap- 
pointed, as Adams positively refused to 
answer the question, law or no law. 
All the attorneys took a\hand in the 
wrangle, but Mr. Oliver alone oceupied 
the position that Adams could be com- 
pelled to disclose the secrets of the 
grand jury room. : 

At this point C. H. Axtell entered 
the room. He explained that he had 
fot up out of a sick bed to obey the 
summons of the board. As it was evi- 
dent the examination of Adams would 
consume the entire session, Axtell was 
excused until 7:30 tonight. 

“Well,,Mr. Adams,” said Mr. Oliver, 
“since you can’t remember I want to 
read you some testimony,” and then 
began the old story of “did you so

testify and if so was it true or false?’ 
Adams got wary and declined to com- 
mit himself. Finally, Mr. Oliver said: 
“Well,. whether you did say it or 
didn’t say it, I presume, according to 
your statements, that it was all a part 
of Webb's scheme anyhow.” 

“That’s what it was,” said Adams — 
earnestly. “I don’t know whether it 
was hypnotism or what it was, but 
there sits the man—that man there, 
Walter L. Webb—(pointing his finger) 
who caused all this by his manipula- 
tions. He is the man who made me 
disgrace myself and my family.” 

Webb merely smiled. 

The cross-examination took a new 
turn theny and Mr. Oliver sought to 
show that Councilman Hutchison, the 
Populist, had advised, Adams to accuse 
Webb. “Didn’t Mr. Hutchison say to 
you that it would be a good political 
move to accuse Mr. Webb—that it 
would help out the Populists?” asked 
Mr. Oliver. 

“No, he didn’t,’”’ said Adams, but he 
refused to say what Mr. Hutchison had 
said to him. 

“Well, what else are you going to 
drag into this case to try and save your 
client?” asked Mr. Gibbon. “First it 
was me, and now you are dragging in 
the Populists and Democrats and 
what not.. What difference does it 
make who advised Mr. Adams to con- 
fess, if he is telling the truth?” 

Another wordy war between the at- 
torneys followed, but Adams persist- 
ently refused to say what Councilman 
Hutchison had said to him or advised 


-him to do. The witness stated that he | 


overheard a portion of a conversation 
between Webb and Axtell up in the 
Wilcox building relative to the testi- 
mony that Axtell should give before 
the grand jury, and that Webb said 
to Axtell that as the money was put 
in Pittman’s pocket they might just as 
well let it stay there. This Adams said 
was his understanding as to how he, 
Webb and Axtell were to swear. 

At this point the board adjourned une 
til 7:30 o’clock tonight, Adams still bee 
ing on the stand.

tendent for the past twelve months 
shows that the total value of buildings 
erected in the city was $2,481,685. The 
greatest amount of building, measured 
by the cost, was naturally inthe Third 
and Fourth wards, which contributed 
one-half of the year’s total, or $1,201,- 
942. The least amount of building was 
in the Eighth Ward, where the total 
for’ twelve months was only $51,026. As 
compared with the two years previous, 
the expenditures for building in’ the 
city show a falling off, but this is at- 
tributed in part to the lessened cost of 
labor and material. 


- Notwithstanding the fact that the 
various fruit sections are slow to re- 
port the effect of the frosts of Thurs- 
day, Friday and Sunday nights, it is 
likely that some damage has been 
done. The exact extent of this damage 
has not been determined, but in more 
than one locality, on Monday morning, 
oranges were found in which ice could 
be seen. This damage, however, what- 
ever its extent, is limited to the low- 
lands adjoining true orange land, where 
the trees should never have been 
sooner or later, 
must be given over to crops for which 
they are better adapted. 


The proposition to amend the hitch- 
ing ordinance so as to allow teams to 
stand on the streets for not more than 
twenty minutes is tantamount to the 
repeal of the ordinance. Such a re- 
striction is no restriction at all. Prior 
to the passage of the ordinance now in 
force, the city had upon its books an 
ordinance prohibiting hitching for a 
longer time than thirty minutes, but it 
was absolutely a dead letter, and prob- 
ably not one man in a thousand knew 
of its existence. If the city is not to 
lapse again into the slovenly, down-at- 
the-heel appearance of a _ cross-roads 
Village, the essential features of the 
present ordinance must be retained. 
Bome modifications may be necessary, 
but the streets should not be converted 
again into public stables. 


An article in The Times Sunday 
morning regarding the effect of frost 
on oranges spoke of the use of the 
thermometer to determine the tempera- 
ture of the interior of oranges immedi- 
ately after a cold night. It does not 
appear that this test has been made 
heretofore, nor has it been learned at 
What temperature orange juice con- 
geals. An investigation Monday morn- 
ing showed the’ presence of ice in 
oranges at a temperature of 28 deg. in 
the fruit, but whether so low a tem- 


snot known. The Pomona experiment 
station will do some work along this 
line. When it is ascertained what 
temperature is required to congeal 
orange juice, and the length of time 
fruit must be subjected to the different 
flegrees below 32 to reduce the interior 
pf the orange to the freezing point, it 
will be possible to estimate the effect 
bf any frost very closely.

KLONDIKE MINING EXPENSIVE. 


Provisions Scarce and Prospective 
Miners Advised to Keep Out. 


Some interesting facts regarding con- 

ditions in the Klondike are stated ina 
letter from Orrie W. Jackson, an op- 
erator of claim No. 9, Upper Bonanza, 
to a friend in Oregon. The letter, 
which was written October 1, has just 
been received. Mr. Jackson writes 
that mine laborers are being paid $15 
a day, but as mine working is very ex- 
pensive, it is expected that wages will 
be reduced during the winter. 
-“"He sounds a note of warning to pros- 
.pectors by saying: “The people had 
better keep out of here until spring, as 
grub is going to be scarce. Freight 
from Dawson to this point is 30 cents a 
pound by horse, and 40 cents a pound 
by man.” 

On a postscript from Dawson, dated 
October 23, is added: “No steamers 
have shown up yet, and I am afraid 
provisions will be very short here this 
winter; if we don’t get a boat by the 
25th inst., we will be out of luck.” 

Mr. Jackson describes the process of 
mining on the Yukon at some length. 
He says: “I have the working out of 
four ‘lays,’ or, altogether, 153 feet and 
nine inches, and there are four other 
‘lays’ to look after also, so I will be 
busy all the winter. I have aleven 
men employed at $15 a day. It is very 
expensive .working a mine here. I 
will have to take out $50,000 before I 
make a dollar myself. A good many 
mines are drifted out on ‘lays.’ For in- 
stance, I have taken four lays on No. 
9, for which I receive one-half the 
gross earnings and stand all the ex- 
penses of said ‘lays.’ On one day I 
get 25 per cent. extra to pay me for

[SPECIALLY WIRED TO THE TIMES FROM SAN FRANCISCO.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—The fol- | 
lowing is the President's message, as 
received here today by telegraph from 
Washington. It is wired to the Los 
Angeles Times in full by its corre- 
spondent, in compliance with ‘instruc- 
tions: 

To the Senate and House 
tatives: 

It gives me pleasure to extend greet- 
ing to the Fifty-fifth Congress assem- 
bled in regular session at the seat of 
government, with many of whose Sen- 
ators and Representatives I have been 
associated in the legislative service. 
Their meeting occurs under felicitous 
conditions, justifying sincere congratu- 
Jations and é¢alling for our grateful 
acknowledgement to beneficient Prov- 
idence, which has so signally blessed 
and prospered us as a nation. Peace 
and good will with all the nations of 
the earth continue unbroken. 

A matter of genuine satisfaction 1s 
the growing feeling of fraternal regard 
and unification of all sections of our 
country, the incompleteness of which 
has too long delayed the realization of 
the highest blessings of the Union. 
The spirit of patriotism is universal, 
and is ever increasing in fervor. The 
public questions which now most en- 
gross us are lifted far above either 
partisanship, prejudice or former sec- 


of Represen- 


tional differences. They affect everye| 


part of our common country alike, and 
permit of no division on ancient lines. 
Questions of foreign policy, of revenue, 
the soundness cf the currency, the in- 
wiolabilit: of national obligations, the 
improvement of the public service, ap- 
peal to the individual conscience of 
every earnest citizen to whatever party 
he belongs, or in whatever section of 
the country he may reside. 

The extra session of this Congress, 
which closed during July last, en- 
acted important legislation, and while 
its full effect has not yet been realized, 
what it has already accomplished as- 
sures us of its timeliness and wisdom. 
To test its permanent value further 
time will be required, and the people, 
satisdied with its operation and results 
thus far, are in no mind te withhold 
from it a fair trial. — 

CURRENCY REFORM. 

Tariff legislation having been settled 

by the extra session of Congress, the 


| question next pressing for considera- 


tion is that of the currency. The work 
of putting Our finances upon a sound 
basis, difficult as it may seem, will 
appear easier when we recall the finan- 
cial operations of the government since 
1866. On the 30th day of June of that 
year we had outstanding demand lia-, 
bilities in the sum of $728,868,447.41. On 
the ist of January, 1879, these liabili- 
ties had been reduced to $443,889,495.88, 
Of our interest-bearing obligations, 
the figures are even more strikng. On 
July 1, 1866, the principal of the inter- 
est-bearing debt of the government 
was $2,332,331,208. On the Ist day of 
July, 1893, this sum had been reduced 
to $585,037,100, or an aggregate reduc- 
tion of $1,747,294,108. Theinterest-bearing 
debt of the United States on the Ist 
of December, 1897, was $847,365,620. The 
government money now outstanding, 
December 1, consists of $546,681,016 of 
United States notes, $107,793,280 of 
treasury notes issued by authority of 
the law of 1890, $384,963,504 of silver cer- 
tificates, and $61,280,761 of standard sil- 
ver dollars. 
With the great resources of the gov- 
ernment and with the time-honored 
example of the past before us, we 
ought not to hesitate to enter upon a 
currency revision which will make our 
demand obligatfons less onerous to the 
government, and relieve our financial 
laws from ambiguity and doubt. The 
brief review of what was accomplished 
from the close of the war until 1893 
makes unreasonable and groundless 
any distrust either of our financial 
ability or soundness, while the situa- 
tion from 1893 to 1897 must admonish 
Congress of the immediate necessity 
of so legislating as to make the return 
of the conditions then prevailing impos- 
‘sible. 
There are many plans proposed as 
a remedy for the evil.. Before we can 
find the true remedy we must appre- 
ciate the real evil. It is not that our 
ourrency of every kind is not good, for 
every dollar of it is good; good he- 
cause the government's pledge is out 
to keep it so, and that pledge will not 
be broken. However, the guaranty of 
our purpose to keep the pledge will be 
best shown by advancing toward its 
fulfillment. 
The evil of the present system is 
found in the great cost to the govern- 
ment of maintaining the parity of our 
different forms Of money; that is, 


keeping all of them\at par with gcld. | 


ae 


We surely cannot be longer heedless 
of the burden this imposes upon the 
people, even under fairly prosperous 
conditions, while the past four years 
have demonstrated that it is not only 
an expensive charge upon the govern- 
ment, but a dangerous menace to the 
national credit. 


BOND ISSUES. 

It is manifest that we must devise 
some plan to protect the government 
against bond issues for repeated re- 
demptions.. We must cither curtail the 
opportunity for speculation, made easy 
by the multiplied redemptions of our 
demand obligations, or increase the 
gold reserve for their redemption. We 
have $900,000,000 of currency which the 
government, by solemn enactment, has 
undertaken to keep at par with gold. 
Nobody is obliged to redeem in gold but 
the government. The banks are not 
required to redeem-in gold. The gov- 
ernment is obliged to keep equal with 
gold all its outstanding currency and 
coin obligations, while its receipts are 
not required to be paid in gold. They 
are paid in every kind of money but gold 
and the only means by which the gOv- 
ernment can with certaintly get gold 
is by borrowing. It can get it no other 
way, when it most needs it. The gzov- 
ernment, without fixed gold revenue, is 
pledged to maintain gold redemption, 
which it has steadily and faithfully 
done, and which, under the authority 
now given it, it will continue to do. 

The law which requires the govern- 
ment, after having redeemed its notes, 
to pay them out again as current 
funds, demands a constant replenish- 
ment of the gold reserve. This is es- 
pecially so in times of business panic, 
and when the revenues are insufficient 
to meet the expenses of the govern- 
ment. At such times the government 
has no other way to supply its deficit 
and maintain redemption but through 
the increase of-. its bonded debt, 
as was done b the administra- 
tion of my predecessor, when 
$262,015,400 of 4% per cent. bonds 
were issued, and sold and the 
proceeds used to pay the expenses of 
the government in excess of revenues 
and sustain the geld reserve. While it 
is true that the greater part of the pro- 
ceeds of these bonds were used to sup- 
ply deficient revenues, a considerable 
portion was required to maintain the 
gold reserve. 


THE GOLD RESERVES. 

With our revenues equal to our ex- 
penses, there would be no deficit re- 
quiring the issuance of bonds But if 
the gold reserve falls below $100,000,000, 
how will it be replenished except by. 
selling more bonds? Is there any other 
Way fFracticable under existing law? 
The serious question then is, shall we 
continue the policy that has been pur- 
sued in the past, that is, when the 
gold reserve reaches the point of dan- 
ger, issue more bonds and supply the 
needed gold, or shall we provide other 
means to prevent these recurring 
drains upon the gold reserve? If no 


| further legislation is had, and the pol- 


icy of selling bonds:is to be continued, 
then Congress should give the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury power to sell 
bonds at long or short periods, bearing 


a less rate of interest than is now au- 
thorized by law. 


I earnestly recommend, as soon as 
the receipts of the government are 
quite sufficient to pay all the expenses 
of the government, that when any of 
the United States notes are presented 
for redemption in gold and are re- 
deemed in gold, such notes shall be 
kept and set apart and only paid out 
in exchange for gold. This is an obvi- 
ous duty. If the holder of the United 
States note prefers the gold and gets 
it from the government, he should re- 
ceive back from the government a 
United States note without paying gold 
in exchange for it. The reason for this 
is made all the more apparent when 
the government issues an_interest- 
bearing debt to provide gold fer the 
redemption of a United States non-in- 
terest-bearing, debt. Surely, it should 
not pay them out again except on de- 
mand and for gold. If they are put 
out in any other way, they may return 
again to be followed by another bond 
issue to redeem them—another inter- 
est-bearing debt to redeem non- 
interest-bearing debt. 

GOLD REDEMPTION. 

In my view, it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the government should 
be relieved from the business of pro- 


viding for all the gold required for ex-_ 


changes and export. This responsibil- 
ity is alone borne by the government 
without the usual and necessary bank- 
ing powers tovhelp itself. The banks 
do not feel the strain of the gold re- 
demption. The whole strain rests upon 
the government, and the size of the 
gold reserve in the treasury has comé 
to be, with or without reason, the sig- 
nal of danger or of security. This 
ought to be stopped. If we are to have 
an era of prosperity in the country 
with sufficient receipts for the expenses 
of the government, we may feel no 
immediate embarrassment frem our 


presofit currency; but the danger still 
eMSts ar will be ever present, menac- 
ing us as long as the existing system 
continues. And, besides, it is in 
times of adequate revenues and busi- 
ness tranquillity that the government 
should prepare for the worst. We can- 
not ‘avoid, without serious  conse- 
1Ulnces, the wise consideration and 
Frompt solution of this question. The 
Secretary of the Treasury has outlined 
a plan in great detail for the purpose 
of removing a threatened recurrence 
of a depleted gold reserve, and save us 
from future embarrassment on that ac- 
count. To this plan I invite your care- 
ful consideration. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 
I cencur with the Secretary of the 


Treasury in his recommendations that 
national banks be allowed to issue 


notes to the face value cf the bonds’ 


which they have deposited for circula- 
tion, and that the tax on circulating 
notes secured by deposit of such bonds 
be reduced to one-half of 1 per cent. 
per annum. IT also join him in recom- 
mendation that authority be given for 
the establishment of national banks 
With asminimum capital of $25,000. 
This will enable the smaller villages 
and agricultural regions ofthe country 
to be supplied with currency to meet 
their needs. ‘

Al be restriéted to the 
denominsiom ti $10 and upward. If 
the suggestions I have herein made 
shall have the approval of Congress, 
then I would recommend that national 
banks be required to redeem their 
notes in gold. | 

FOREIGN RELATIONS, 

The most important problem with 
which this government is now called 
upon to deal pertaining to its foreign 
relations concerns its duty toward 
Spain and the Cuban insurrection. 
Problems and conditions more or less 
in’ common with those now existing 
have confronted this government at 
various times in the past. The story 
of Cuba for many years has been one 
of. unrest, growing discontent, an ef- 
fort toward the larger enjoyment of 
liberty and self-control; of organized 
resistance to the mother country; of 
depression after distress and warfare, 
and of ineffectual settlement, to be fol- 
lowed by renewed revolt. For no en- 
during period since the enfranchise- 
ment of the continetal possessions of 
Spain in the western continent has the 
condition of Cuba or the policy of 
Spain toward Cuba not caused con- 
cern to the United States, _. 

The prospect from time to time that 
the weakness of Spain’s hold upon the 
island and the political vicissitudes 
and embarrassments of the home govy- 
ernment might lead to the transfer of 
Cuba to a continental power called 
forth, between 1823 and 1860, various 
emphatic declarations of the policy 
of the United States to permit no dis- 
turbance of Cuba’s connection. with 
Srain unléss in the direction of in- 
dependence or acquisition by the 
United States through purchase: nor 
has there been any change of this de- 
clared policy since upon the part of 
the government. 
-The revolution which began in 1868 
lasted far ten years, despite the sitren- 
uous efforts of the successive peninsula 
government to suppress it. Then, as 
now, the government of the United 
States testified its grave concern and 
offered its aid to put an end to blood- 
shed in Cuba. The overtures made 
by Gen. ‘Grant were refused, and the 
war dragged on, entailing great loss 
of life and treasure and increased in- 
jury to American interests, besides 
throwing enhanced burdens of neutral- 
ity upon this government. In 1878 
peace was breught about by the truce 
of Zanjon, obtained by negotiations 
between the Spanish commander, Mar- 
tinez de Campos, and the insurgent 
leaders. 

The present insurrection broke out in 
February, 1895. It is not my purpose 
at this time to recall its remarkable 
increase or to characterize its tenac- 
ious resistance against the enormous 
forces massed against it by Spain. 
The revolt-and the efforts to subdue 
it carried destruction to every quar- 
ter of the island, developing wide pro- 
portions, and defying the efforts of 
Spain for its suppression. The ciyi)- 
ized code of war has been disregarded. 
no less so by the Spaniards than by 
the Cubans. ; 

AMERICAN APPREHENSIONS. 

The existing conditions cannot but 
fill this government and the American 
people with the gravest apprehensions. 
There is no desire on the part of our 
people to profit by the misfortunes of 
Spain. We have only the desire to 
see the Cubans prosperous and con- 
tented, enjoying that measure of self- 
control which is the inalienable right 
of man, protected in their right to reap 
the benefit of the exhaustless treasures 
of their country.° 

The offer made by my predecessor 
in April, 1896, tendering the friendly 
offices of this government, failed, and 
mediation on our part was not ac- 
cepted. In brief the answer read: 

“There is no effectual way to pacify 
Cuba, unless it begins with the actual 
submission of the rebels to the mother 
country.” 

WEYLER'S CRUEL POLICY. 

Then only-could Spain act in the 
promised direction of her own motion 
and after her own. plans. The cruel 
policy of concentration was initiated 
February 16, 1896. The productive dis- 
tricts controlled by the Spanish armies 
were depopulated, and the agricultural 
inhabitants were herded in and about 
the garrison towns; their lands laid 
Waste and their dwellings destroyed. 
This policy the late Cabinet of Spain 
justified as a necessary’ measure of 
war and as a means of cutting off 
supplies from the insurgents. It has 
utterly failed as a war measure. It 
was not civilized warfare. It was ex- 
termination. 

RBLIEF OF AMERICANS. 

Against this abuse of the rights of 
war I have felt constrained on re- 
peated occasions to enter the firm and 
earnes! protest of this government. 
There was much public condemnation 
of the treatment of American citizens 
by alleged illegal arrests and long im- 
prisonment, awaiting trial or pending 
yprotracted judicial procedures. I felt 
it my first duty to make instant de- 
mand for the release or speedy trial 
of all American citizens under ar- 
rest. Before the change of the Span- 
ish Cabinet in October: last, twenty- 
two prisoners, citizens of the United 
States. had been given their freedom. 
For the relief of our own citizens, 
suffering because of the conflict, the 
aid of Congress was sought in a spe- 
cial message, and under the appro- 
priation of April 4, 1897, effective aid 
has been given to American citizens in 
Cuba, and many of them, at their 
own request, have been returned to 
the. United States. 

The instructions given to our new 
Minister to Spain before his depar- 
ture for his post directed him to im- 
‘press upon that government the sin- 
cerg wisii of the United States to lend 
ite aid towerd ending the war in 
Cuda a peaceful and last- 
ing rset, @t and honorable alike 
to Spain and*the Cuban’ people. These 
instructions recited the character and 
duration of the contest; the widespread 
losses it entails: the burdens’ and 
restraint it imposes upon us, with 
constant disturbances of mational in- 
terests, and the injury resulting from 
an indefinite continuance of this state 
of things. It was stated that at this 


“uncture our eavarnment wee fan. 


strained to seriously inquire: if the 
time was not ripe when Spain, of her 
own volition, moved by her own in- 
terests 4nd by sentiment of humanity, 
should put a stop to this destructive 
war, and make proposals of settle- 
ment honorable to. herself and just to 
her Cuban colony. It was urged. that, 
as a neighboring nation with large in- 
terests in Cuba, we could be. required 
to wait only a reasonable ‘time for 
the mother country to establish Its 
authority and resiore peace and order 
Within the borders of the igland; that 
we could not contemplate an indefintte 
period for the “accomplishment of this 
resull, 

No solution. was proposed to- which 
the slightest idea of humiliation. to 
Spain could attach; and. indeed, pre- 
cise proposals were withheld .to avo'd 
embarrassment to that government. 
All that was asked or expected was 
that some safe way might be speedily 
previded, and a permanent peace re- 
stored. It so chanced that the con- 
sideration of this offer, addressed to 
the same Spanish administration which 


had declined the tenders of my prede- 


cessor, and which, for more than two 
years, had poured men &nd treasure 
into Cuba in the fruitless effort to 
suppress the revolt, fell to others. 
Between the departure of Gen. Wood- 
ford, the new envoy, and his arrival 
in Spain, the siatesman. who had 
shaped. the policy of his countrv, fe'l 
by the hand of an assassin, and, al- 
though the Cabinet of the late Premier 
still held office and received from our 
envoy the proposals he bore, that Cabi- 
net gave place within a few days 
thereafter to a new administration un- 
der the leadership of Sagasta. 
A BETTER UNDERSTANDING. 


The reply to our note was received 
on the 23d day of October. It is in 
the direction of a better understand- 
ing. It appreciates the friendly pur- 
poses of this government; it admits 
that our country is deeply affected by 
the war in Cuba, and that its des'res 
for peace are just. It declares that 
the present Spanish government is 
bound by every consideration to a 
change of policy that should satisfy 
the United States and pacify Cuba 
within a reasonable time. To this'end 
Spain has decided to put into .efect 
the political reforms heretofore advo- 
cated by the present Premier, with- 
out halting for any. consideration in 
the path which, !n its Judgment, leads 
to peace. 

The military: operations, it is said, 
will continue, but will be humane -and 
conducted with all regard for private 
rights, being accompanied by _ politica) 
action leading: to the autonomy 
Cuba, while guarding Spanish sover- 
eignty. This, it is claimed, will result 
in investing Cuba with a distinct per- 
sonality;’the island to be governed by 
an executive and by a local council or 
chamber, reserving to Spain the control 
of. the foreign, relations, the army and 
navy; and the judicial administration. 
To accomplish this the present gov- 
ernment proposes to modify existing 
legislation by decree, leaving the Span- 
ish Cortes, with the aid of Cuban Sena- 
tors, and Deputies, to solve the eco- 
nomic problem and properly distribute 
the existing debt. 


LEAVE SPAIN FREE. 

In the absence: of a declaration of the 
measures that the - government proposes 
to take in carrying out its proffer of 
good offices, it suggests that Spain be 
left free to conduct military operations 
and grant political reforms, while the 
United States for its part shall en- 
force its neutral obligations and cut 
off the agsistance, which it is asserted 
the insurgents receive from this coun- 
try. The supposition of an -indefinite 
prolongation of the war is denied. It 
is asser'ted that the western provinces 
are already well-nigh reclaimed; that 
the planting of cane and tobacco there- 
in has been resumed, and that by force 
of arms:and néw-and ample reforms, 
very early and complete pacification: is 
hoped for. The immediate ameliora- 
tion of existing .conditions under the 
new administration of Cuban affairs is 
predicted, and therewithal the disturb- 
ance and all occasion for any change of 
attitude on the part of the United 
States. 

Discussion of the question of inter- 
national duties and responsibilities of 
the United States, as Spain understands 
them, is presented, with an apparent 
disposition to charge us with failure 
in this regard. This charge is without 
any basis in ‘fact. It could not have 
been made if Spain had been cognizant 
of the constant cfforts th4s government 
nas made at the cost of millions and by 
the employment of the administrative 
machinery at the national*command to 
perform its full duty according to the 
law of nations; that it has successfully 
prevented the departure of a _ single 
military expedition or armed vessel 
from our shores in violation of our’ 
laws, would seem to be a sufficient an- 
swer. But on this aspect of, the Span- 
ish note it is not necessary to speak 
further now. Firm in the conviction of 
a wholly-performed obligation, due re- 
sponse to this charge has been made in 
Ciplomatic issues. Throughout all 
these horrors and dangers to our own 
peace this government has never in 


‘any way abrogated its sovereign pre- 


rogative of reserving to itself the de- 
termination of its policy and course ac- 
cording to its own high sense of mght, 
and in consonance with the dearest in- 
terests and convictions of our own peo- 
ple, should the prolongation of the 
strife so demand. 

Of the untried measures there re- 
main only: Recognition of the insur- 
gents as belligerents; recognition of the 
independence of Cuba; neutral inter- 
vention to end the war by imposing ra- 
tional compromise between the contest- 
ants and intervention in favor of one 
or the other party. I speak not of forc- 
ible. annexation, for that “cannot be 
thought of. That, by our eode of mor- 
ality, would be criminal aggression. 

QUESTION OF BELLIGERENCY. 

Recognition of the belligerency of the 
Cuban insurgents has often been can- 
vassed as a possible. if not inevitable 
step, both in regard to the previous ten 
years’ struggle and‘during the present 
war. I am not unmindful that the two 
houses of Congress, in the spring of 
1896, expressed the opinion, by concur- 
rent resolution, that a condition of pub- 
lie war existed requiring or jusfitying 
the recognition of a state of belliger- 
ency in Cuba, and during the extra ses- 
sion the Senate voted a joint resolu- 
tion of like import, which, .however, 
was not brought to a vote in the 
House. In the presence of these sig- 
nificant expressions of the sentiment of 
the legislative branch, it behooves the 
executive to soberly consider the con- 
ditions under which so important a 
measure must needs rest for justifica- 
tion. 

It is to be seriously, considered 
whether the Cuban insurrection pos- 
Ssesses beyon@ doubt the attributes of 
statehood, which alone ¢an demand the 
recognition of belligerency in its favor. 
Possession, short of the essential quali- 
fications of sovereignty, by the insur- 
gents, and the conduct of the war by 
them according to the recognized code 
of warfare are no less important fac- 
tors toward the determination of the 
problem of belligerency than are the 
influences and consequences of the 
struggle upon the internal policy of 
the recognizing state. 

The wise utterances of President 
Grant in his memorable message of 
December 7,.1875, are signally .relevant 
to the present situation in Cuba, and 
it may be wholesome now to. recall 
them. , At that time a ruinous conflict 
had for sevén years wasted the neigh- 
boring island. During all those years 
an utter disregard of the laws, of civ- 
ilized warfare and of the just demands 
of humanity, which. called forth the the 
expressions of. condemnation from the 
nations of Christendom, continued un- 
abated. Desolation and ruin pervaded 
that productive region, enormously af- 
fecting the commerce of all commercia! 
nations, but that of the United States 
more than any other, by reason of 
proximity and larger trade and inter- 


course. At that juncture Gen. Grant 


uttered these words, which now as then 
sum up the elements of the problem: 

“A recognition of the independence of 
Cuba being, in my opinion, impractica- 
ble and indefensible, the ‘question 
which next presents itself is that of 
the recognition of belligerent rights in 
the parties to the contest. In a former 
message to Congress I had occasion to 
consider this question, and reached the 
conclusion that the conflict in Cuba, 
dreadful and devastating as were its 
incdients, did not rise to the fearful 
dignity of war. 

“It is not impcogsible that the acts of 
foreign powers and even the acts of 
Spain herself of this very nature might 
be pointed to in defense of such recog- 
nition. But now, as in its past history, 
the United. States should carefully 
avoid the false lights which might lead 
it into the mazes of doubtful law and 
of unquestionable proprietty, and ad- 
here rigidly and sternly to the rule 
which has been its guide, of doing only 
that which is right and honest and of 
good report. The queston of according 
or of withholding rights of belligerency 
must be judged in every case, in view 
of the particular attending facts. Un- 
less justified by necessity it is always, 
and justly, regarded as an unfriendly 
act and a gratuitous demonstration of 
moral support to the rebellion. It is 
necessary and it is required when 
the interests and rights of another 
government or of its people are so far 
affected by a pending civil conflict as 
to require a’ definition of its relations 
to the partes thereto. But this con- 
flict must be one which will be recog- 
nized in the sense of international law 
as War... - 

‘“Belligerence, too, is a fact.. The 
mere existence of contending armed 
bodies and their occasional conflicts do 
not constitute war in the sense re- 
ferred to. Applying to the existing 
conditions of affairs in Cuba the tests 
recognized by publicists and writers 
on international law, and which have 
been observed by nations of dignity, 
honesty and power when free from sen- 
sitive or selfish and unworthy motives, 
I fail: to find in the insurrection the 
existence of such @ substantial politi- 
cal organization, real, palpable and 
manifest to the world, having. the 
forms and capable of the ordinary 


functions of. ordinary government .to- 


ward its own people and to. other 
States with courts for the administra- 
tion of justice, with a local habita- 
tion, possessing organization of force, 
such material, such occupation of ter- 
ritory as to take the contest out of the 
category of a mere rebellious insurrec- 
tion, or occasional skirmishes, and 
place it on the terrible footing of war, 
to which a recognition of belligerency 
would aim to elevate it. 
UNWISE AND PREMATURE. 

“The contest, moreover, is solely on 
land. The insurrection has not pos- 
sessed itself of a single seaport whence 
it may send forth its flag, nor has it 
any means of communication with for- 
eign powers, except through the mil- 
itary lines of its adversaries. No ap- 
prehension of any of these sudden and 
difficult complications which a war 
upon the ocean is apt to precipitate 
upon the vessels, both commercial and 
national, and upon the consular of- 
ficers of other powers, calls for the de- 
finition of their relations to the parties 
to the contest. Considered as a ques- 
tion of expediency, I regard the ac- 
cordance of belligerent rights still to 
be as unwise and premature as I re- 
gard it to be, at present, indefensible 
as a measure of right. 

“Such recognition entails upon the 
country according the rights which 
flow. from it, difficult and complicated 
duties, and requires the exaction from 
the contending parties of the strict 
obsérvance of their rights and obliga- 
tions. It confers the right of search 
upon the high seas by vessels of both 
parties; it would subject the carrying 
of arms and munitions of war, which 
now may be transported freely and 
without interruption in vessels of the 
United States to detention and to pos- 
sible seizure; it would give rise to 
countless vexatious questions; would 
release the parent government from re- 
sponsibility for acts done by the insur- 
gents, and would invest Spain with 
the right to exercise the supervision 
recognized by our treaty of 1795 over 
our commerce On the high seas, a very 
large part of which, in its traffic be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Gulf States, 
and between all of them and the States 
on the Pacific, passes through the 
waters which wash the shores of Cuba. 
The exercise of. this supervision could 
scarce fail to lead, if not to abuses, 
certainly tc collisions perilous to the 
peaceful relations of the -two States. 
There can be little doubt as to what 
result such supervision would before 
long draw this nation. It would be un- 
worthy of the United States to in- 
augurate the possibilities of such re- 
sult, by measure of questionable right 


or expediency, or by any indirection.” 


OTHER CONSIDERATIONS. 

Turning to the practical aspects of 
a recognition of belligerency, and re- 
viewing its inconveniences and positive 
dangers, still-further pertinent consid- 
eratiqns appecr. In the code of na- 
ttons there is no such thing as a naked 
recognition of belligerency unaccom- 
paricd by the assumption of interna- 
tional neutrality. Such recognition, 
without more, will not confer upon 
either party to a domestic conflict a 
status not theretofore actually  pos- 
sessed, or affect the relation of either 
party to other States. The act of recog- 
nition usually takes the form of a 
solemn proclamation of neutrality 
which recites the de facto condition of 
belligercncy as its motives. 

It announces a domestic law of neu- 
trality in the declaring, State. It as- 
sumes ‘the international obligations of 
a reutral in the presence of a public 
state of war. It warns all citizens 
antl cthers within the jurisdiction of 
the proclaimant that they violate those 
rigorous obligations at their own peril, 
and cannot expect to be shielded from 
the consequences. The right of visit 
and’ search on the seas, and seizure of 
vessels. and cargoes and contraband 
of War, and “good prize under ad- 
miraltv law must, under international 
law, be admitted as a legitimate con- 
sequence of a proclamation of belliger- 
ency. While according equal bellig- 
erent rights defined by public law to 
each party in our ports, disfavors 
would Se imposed on both, which, 
while nominally equal, would weight 
heavily in behalf of Spain herself. Pos- 
sessing u navy and claiming the ports 
of Cvba, her maritime rights could be 
asserted, not only for the military in- 
vestment of the island, but up to the 
margin of our own territorial waters, 
and a cendition of things would exist 


| for which the Cubans within their own 


domain could not hope to create a 
paralicl, while its création through a'd 
or sympathy from within our domain 
would be even more impossible than 


now, with the additional obligations of 


intermational neutrality we would per- 
force assume. 

The enforcement of this enlarged and 
onerous of neutrality would only 
be int'uential within our own jurisdic- 
tion, by land and sea, and applicable 
by our own instrumentalities. It ccu'd 
impart to the United States no juris- 
diction between Spain and the insur- 
gents. It would give the United States 
ne right of intervention to enforce the 
conduct of the strife within the para- 
moun? authority of Spain. according to 
the international code of war. 

WILL INTERVENE IF NECESSARY: 

For these reasons, I regard the rec- 
ognition of the belligerency of the 
Cuban insurgents as now umwvise, and 
therefore -inadmissible. Should that 
step hereafter be deemed wise as a 
measure of right and duty, the Execu- 
tive will take it. 

Intervention upon humanitarian 
grounds has been frequently suggested, 
and has not failed to receive my most 
anxious and earnest consideration. But 
should a step be now taken, when it 
is aprarent that a hopeful change has 


supervened in the policy of Spain to- 
ward Cuba? A new government has 
taken office in the mother country. It 
is pledged in advance to the declara- 
tion that as the effort in the world 
cannot suffice to maintaig peace in 
Cuba by the bayonet; that vague 
promises of reform after subjugation 
afford no solution of the insular prob- 
lem: that with a substitution of com- 
manders must come a change of the 
past system of warfare for one in 
harmony with a new policy which sha'l 
no longer aim to drive the Cubans “to 
the horrible alternative of taking to the 
thicket or succumbing in misery;” that 
reforms must be instituted in accori- 
ance with the needs and circumstances 
of time, and that these reforms, while 
designed to give full autonomy, _ to 
create virtual entity and self-controlled 
administration, shall yet conserve and 
affirm the sovereignty of Spain by a 
just distribution of powers and burdens 
upon a basis of mutual interest, un- 


tainted by methods’. of selfish ex- 
pediency. 
The firs! acts of the new government 


lie in these honorable paths. The pol- 
icy of cruel rapine and exterminatiom 
that so long shocked the wniversal 
sentiment of humanity, has been re- 
versed. Under the new military com- 
mander a broad clemency is proffered. 
Measures have already been set on 
foot to relieve the horrors of starva- 
tion. The power of the Spanish 
armies, it is asserted, is to be used, 
not to spread ruin and desolation, but 
to protect the resumption of peaceful 
agricultural pursuits and productive 
industries. That party methods are 
futile to force a peace hy subjugation 
is freely admitted, and ruin without 
conciliation must inevitbaly fail to win 
for Spain the fidelty of a contented 
dependency. 
THE DECREES. 

Decrees in application of the fore- 
shadowed reforms have already been 
promulgated. The full text of these de- 
crees has not been received, but as 
furnished in a telegraphic summary 
from our Minister are: | 

All civil and electoral rights of pen- 
insular Spaniards are, in virtue of an 
existing constitutional assembly, forth- 
with extended to colonial Spaniards. A 
scheme of autonomy has been pro- 
claimed by decree, to become effective 
upon ratification by the Cortes. It 
creates a Cuban Parliament, which, 
with the insular Executive can con- 
sider and vote upon all subjects af- 
fecting local order and interests, pos- 
sessing unlimited powers save as to 
matters of state, war and the navy, as 
to which the governor-general acts by 
his own authority as the delegate of 
the central government. This. Parlia- 
ment receives the oath of the governor- 
general to preserve faithfully the lib- 
erties and privileges of the colony, and 
to it the colonial secretaries are re- 
sponsible. It has the right to propose 
to the central government, through 
the governor-general, modifications of 
the national charter, and to invite new 
projects of law or executive measures 
in the interests of the colony. 

Besides its local powers it is compe- 
tent, first, to regulate electoral regis- 
tration and procedure and prescribe the 
qualifications of electors and the man- 
ner of exercising suffrage; second, to 
organize coufts of justice with native 
judges from members of the local bar; 
third; to frame the insular budget both 
as to expenditures and revenues to 
meet the Cuban share of the national 
budget, which later will be voted by 
the national Cortes with the assistance 
of Cuban Senators and Deputies; 
fourth, to initiate or take part in the 
negotiations of the national govern- 
ment for commercial treaties which may 
affect Cuban interests; fifth, to accept 
or reject commercial treaties which the 
national government may have con- 
cluded without the participation of the 
Cuban .government; sixth, to frame 
the colonial tariff, acting in accord with 
the peninsular government inscheduling 
articles of mutual commerce between 
the mother country and the colonies. 

iBefore introducing or voting upon a 
bill, the Cuban government or the 
chambers will lay the project before 
the central government and hear its 
opinion thereon; all the correspondence 
in such regard being made public. Fi- 
nally, all gonflicts of jurisdiction aris- 
ing between the different municipal, 
provincial and insular assemblies, or 
between the latter and the insular ex- 
ecutive power, and which from their 
nature may not be referable to the 
central government for decision, shall 
be submitted to the courts. 

That the governmént of Sagasta has 
entered upon a course from which re- 
cession with honor is impossible, can 
hardly be questioned; that in the few 
weeks it has existed it has made an 
earnest of the sincerity of its profes- 
sions is undeniable. I shall not impugn 
its sincerity, nor should impatience be 
suffered to embarrass it in the task it 
has undertaken. It is honestly due to 
Spain and to our friendly relations 
with Spain that she should be given a 
reasonable chance to realize her ex- 
pectations and to prove the asserted 
efficiency of the new order of things to 
which she stands irrevocably com- 
mitted. She has recalled the com- 
mander whose brutal orders inflamed 
the American mind and shocked the 
civilized world. She has modified the 
horrible order of concentration, and 
has undertaken to care for the helpless 
‘and permit those who desire to resume 
the cultivation of their ficlds to do so, 
and assures them of the protection of 
the Spanish government in their lawful 
occupations. She has just release. the 
Competitor’s prisoners, heretofore sen- 
tenced to death, and who have been the 
subject of repeated ‘liplomatic curre- 
spondence during both this and the 
preceding administration. 

WILL DO HE DUTY IF NECES- 
SARY. 

Not a single American citizcn is now 
under arrest or in confinement in Cuba, 
of whom this government has any 
knowledge. The near future. will 
demonstrate whether the indispensable 
condition of a righteous peace, just, 
alike to the Cubans and to Spain, as 


well as equitable to all our interests,’ 


so intimately involved in the welfare 
of Cuba, is likely to be attained. If 
not, the exigency of further and other 
action by the United States will re- 
main to be taken. When that time 
comes that action will be determined 
in the line of indisputable right and 
duty. It will be faced, without mis- 
giving or hesitancy, in the light of the 
obligation this government owes to it- 
self, to the people who have confided 
to it the protection of their interests 
and honor, and to humanity. 

Sure of the right, keeping free from 
all offense ourselves, actuated only by 
upright and patriotic considerations, 
moved neither by passion nor selfish- 
ness, the government will continue its 
watchful care over the rights and 
property of American citizens, and will 
abate none of its efforts to bring about 
by peacéful agencies a. peace which 
shall be honorable and enduring. If it 
shall*hereafter be a duty imposed by 
our obligations to ourselves, to civil- 
ization and humanity to intervene with 
force, it shall be without fault on our 
part'and only because the necessity for 
such action will be so clear @s to com- 
mand the eupport and approval of the 
civilized world. 

THE HAWAIIAN ISLANDS. 

By a svecial message delivered the 
16th day of June last, I laid before the 
Senate of the United States a. treaty 
signed that day by the plenipotentiaries 
of the United States and of the repub- 
lic of Hawaii, having for its purpose 
the incorporation of the Hawaiian Is}- 
ands as an integral part of the United 
States and uncer its sovereignty. The 
Senate having removed the injunction 
of secrecy, although the treaty is still 
pending before that body, the subject 
may be properly referred to in this 
message, because the necessary action 
of the Congress is required to detei mine 
by legislation many deiails of the 
eventual union, should the fact of an- 
nexation be accomplished, as I believe 
it sheuld be. 

While consistently disavowing from 


tlement by negotiation. 


a very early period any aggressive 
policy of absorption in regard to the 
Hawaiian group, a long series of dis- 
cussions through three-quarters of a 
century has proclaimed the vital inter- 


est of the United States in the inde-. 


pendent life of the islands and their 
intimate commercial dependency upon 
this country. At the same time it has 
been repeatedly asserted that in no 
event could the entity of Hawatian 
statehood cease by the paséage of the 
island under the domination or influ- 
ence of another power. than the United 
States. Under these circumstances 
the logic of events required that an- 
nexation, before offered, but declined, 
should in the ripeness of time, coming 
about as a natural result of strength- 
ening the ties that bind us to those 
islands, be realized by the free will of 
the Hawaiian State. 

That treaty was unanimously rati- 
fied without amendment by the Senate 
and President of the republic of Ha. 
wali on the 10th of September last, and 
only awaits the favorable action of the 
American Senate to effect the complete 
absorption of the islands into the dos 
main of the United States. What the 
conditions of such a union shall be, the 
political relation thereof to the United 
States, the character of the local ad- 
ministration, the quality and degree of 
the. elective franchise of the inhabi- 
tants, the extension of the Federal] 
laws to the territory, or the enactment 
of special laws to fit the peculiar con- 
dition thereof, the regulation of needs 
of labor therein, and all matters upon 
which the treaty is silent has been 
wisely relegated, to the Congress, 

HOME RULE. 

If the treaty is.confirmed, as every 
consideration of dignity and honor re; 
quires, the wisdom of Congress wi 
to it that, avoiding abrupt oie: 
tion of elements, perhaps hardly wet 
fitted to share in the highest franchises 
of citizenship and having due regard 
to the geographical conditions, the 
most just provisions for self-rule in 
local matters with the largest politica} 
liberties as an integral part of our na; 
tion will be accorded to the Hawaiians, 


No less is due to a pedple who after- 


capacity to fulfill the obligations o 
self-governing Statehood come of 
their free will to merge their destinieg 
in our body politic. 

JAPAN ACTING SATISFACTORILY, 

The questions which have arisen be- 
tween Japan and Hawaii by reason of 
the treatment of Japanese laborery 
emigrating to the islands under th 
Hawalian-Japanese convention of 1 
are in a satisfactory stage of set. 
This governs 
ment has not been invited to mediate 
and on the other hand has sought no 
intervention in that matter further than 
to evince its kindliest disposition to- 
ward such a speedy and direct adjust- 
ment by the two sovereign states in 
interest as shall comport with equity 
and honor. It is gratifying to learn 
that the.apprehensions at first dig- 
played on the part of Japan lest the 
cessation of Hawaii’s national life 
through annexation might impair privi. 
leges to which Japan honorably laid 
claim, have given place to faith in the 
uprightness of the government and the 
sincerity of its purpose to deal with all 
possible ulterior questions in the broad- 
est spirit of friendliness. . 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 

As to the representation of this gov- 
ernment to Nicaragua, Salvador and 
Costa Rica, I have concluded that Mr, 
William L. Merry, confirmed as Minis- 
ter of the United States to the Stateg 
of Nicaragua, Salvador and Costa 
Rica, shall proceed to San José, Costa 
Rica, and there temporarily establish 
the headquarters of the United States 
to those three States. I took this ac- 
tion for what I regarded as the par- 
amount interests of this country. It 
was developed upon investigation by 
the Secretary of State that the Gov- 
ernor of Nicaragua, while not unwill- 
ing to receive Mr. Merry in his diplo- 
matic capacity, was unable to do so on 
account of the compact concluded 
June 20, 1895, whereby that republic and 
those of Salvador and Honduras, form- 
ing what is known as the Greater Re- 
publi of Central America, had surren- 
dered to the representative Diet there. 
of their right to receive and send diplo- 
matic agents. The Diet was not willing 
to accept him because he was not ace 
credited to that body. I could not ac- 


nearly five years of 


credit him to that body because the . 


appropriation of Congress did not per- 
mit. Mr. Baker, the present Minister 
at Managua, has been directed to pre- 
sent his letters of recall. 

Mr. Godfrey Hunter has likewise been 
accredited to the governments of Gua- 
temala and Honduras, the same as his 
predecessor. Guatemala is not a mem- 
ber of the Greater Republic of Central 
America but Honduras is. Should 
this latter government decline to 're- 
ceive him he has been instructed to 
report this fact to his government and 
await its further instructions. 

NICARAGUA CANAL. 

A subject of large importance to our 
country and increasing appreciation on 
the part of the people is the comple- 
tion of the great highway of trade be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific known 
as the Nicaragua Canal. Its utility 


‘and value to American commerce is 


universally admitted. The commission 
appointed under date of July 24 last 
to continue tHe surveys and examinas 
tions authorized by the act approved 
March 2, 1895, in regard to the proper 
route, feasibility and cost of construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua Canal, with a 
view of making complete plans of thé 
entire work of construction of such 
canal, is now employed in the under- 
taking. In the future I shal] take occa- 
sion to transmit to. Congress the re- 
port of this commission, making at the 
same time such further suggestions as 
may then seem advisable. 
MONETARY COMMISSION, 


Under the provisions of the act of 
Congress, approved March 3, 1897, for 
the promotion of an _ international 
agreement respecting bimetallism,, I ap- 
pointed on the 4th day of April, 1897, 
Hon. Edward O. Wolcott of Colorado, 
Hon. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois and 
Hon. Charles J. Paine of Massachu- 
setts as special envoys to represent the 
United States. They have been dili- 
gent in their efforts to sechire the con- 
currence and coéperation of European 
countries in the international settle- 
ment of the question, but upto. this 
time have not been able to secure an 
contemplated by their mis- 
sion. 

The gratifying action of our great 
sister republic France, in joining this 
country in the attempt to bring about 
an agreement between principal 
commercial nations ef Europe, whereby 
a fixed and relative value between gold 
and silver shall be secured, furnishes 
assurances that we are not 
among the larger nations of the world 
in realizing the international charac- 
ter of the problem, and in the desire 
of reaching some wise and practical 
solution of it. The British government 


has published a resume of the steps 


taken jointly by the French Ambassa- 
dor in London and the special envoys 
of the United States, with whom our 
Ambassador in London actively co- 
operated in the presentation of this 
subject to Her Majesty’s government. 
This will be laid before Congress. Our 
special envoys have not made their 
final report, as further negotiations be- 
tween the representatives of this gov- 
ernment and the governments of other 
countries are pending and in contem- 
plation. They believe that doubts 
which have been raised in certain quar- 
ters respecting the possibility of main- 
taining the stability of the parity be- 
tween the metals and kindred ques- 
tions may yet be solved by further 
negotiations. 


Meanwhile it gives me satisfaction — 


to state that the special envoys have 
already demonstrated their ability and 
fitness to deal with the subject, and it 
is to be hoped that their labors may 
result in an international agreement 
which will bring about recognition of 
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both gold and silver as money upon 
Such terms and with such safeguards 
as will secure the use Of both metals 
upon a basis which shall work no in- 
justice to any class of our citizens. 
OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 


In order to execute as early as pos- 
gible the provisions of .the third and 
gourth sections of the revenue act ap- 
ved July 24, 1897, I appointed John 
A. Kasson of Iowa a special commis- 
gioner plenipotentiary to undertake 
the requisite negotiations with foreign 
countries desiring to avail themselves 
of these provisions. The negotiations 
are now proceeding with several gov- 
ernments,. both European and Ameri- 
can. It is believed that by a careful 
exercise of the powers conferred by 
that act, some grievances of. our own 
and of other countries in our mutual 
trade relations may be either removed 
or jargely alleviated, and that the vol- 
ume of our commercial exchanges may 
be enlarged with advantages to both 
contracting parties. 
Most desirable from every. stand- 
point of national interests and patriot- 
4sm is the effort to extend our foreign 
commerce. To this end our merchant 
marine should be improved and en- 
larged. We should do our full share of 
the carrying trade of the world. We 
@o not do it now, We should be the 
iggard no longer. The inferiority of 
ur’ merchant marine is justly humil- 
jating to the national pride. The gov- 
-ynment by every proper constitutional 
,1eans should aid in making our ships 
familiar visitors at every commercial 
port of the world, thus opening up new 
and valuable, markets to the surplus 
products of the farm and the factory. 
. BERING SEA. 


The efforts which had been made 
@uring the two previous years by my 
predecessor to secure better protection

herd. ‘Negotiations to this end are 
now in progress, the result of which 
p,pore to be able to report to Congress 
tan early day. 
INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 
International arbitration cannot be 
omitted from the list of subjects‘claim- 
ing our consideration. Hvents have 
only served to strengthen the general 
views on this question expressed in my 
inaugural address. The best sentiment 
of the civilized world is moving toward 
the settlement of differences between 
the nations without resorting to the 
horrors of war. Treaties embodying 
hese humane principles on broad lines, 
ithout in any way imperiling our 
interests or our honor, shall have my 
constant. encouragement. 
PARIS EXPOSITION. 


The acceptance by this government 
f the inyitation of the republic of 
a rance to participate in the universal 
exposition of 1900 at Paris was imme- 
iately followed by the appointment 
tf a special commissioner to represent 
the United States in the proposed ex- 
position, with special reference to the 
ecuring of space for an adequate ex- 
hibition on behalf of the United States. 

The special commissioner delayed his 
departure for Paris long enough to 
ascertain the probable demand for 
Bpace by American exhibitors. His in- 
quiries developed an almost unpre- 
cedented interest in the proposed ex- 
position, and the information thus ac- 
quired enabled him to justify an ap- 
plication for a much larger allotment 
of space for the American section than 
had been reserved by the exposition 
muthorities. The result was particu- 
larly gratifying, in view of the fact 
that the United States was one of the 
last countries to accept the invitation 
of France. 

The reception accorded our special 
commissioner was most cordial, and he 
was given every reasonable assurance 
that the United States would receive 
consideration commensurate with 
the proportions of our exhibit. The re- 

ort of the special commissioner as to 
the magnitude and importance of the 
coming exposition and the great de- 
mand for space for American exhibits, 
supplies new arguments for a liberal 


gress to the end that an exhibit fairly 
representative of the industries and 
resources of our country may be made 
im an exposition which will illustrate 
tae world’s progress during the nine- 
teenth century. The exposition is in- 
tended to be the most important and 
comprehensive of the long series of 
laternational. exhibitions of which our 
own at Chicago was a brilliant exam- 

le, and it is desirable that the United 

tates should make a worthy exhibit 
of American genius and skill and their 
unrivaled achievements in every branch 
of industry. 

THE NAVY, 

The present immediate effective force 
of the navy consists of four battle- 
poe of the first class; two of the sec- 
ond, and forty-eight other vessels, rat- 
ag from armored cruisers to torpedo 

-boats. There are under construction 
five battleships of the first class, six- 
teen torpedo boats and one submarine 
boat. No provision has yet been made 
for the armor of three of five of the 
battleships, as it has been) impossible 
to obtain it at the price fixed by Con- 
gress. It is of great importance that 
Congress ‘provide this armor, as until 
then the ships are of no fighting value. 

The present naval force, especially 
In view of its increase by ships now 
under construction, while not. as large 
as that of a few other powers, is a 
formidable force, its vessels are the 
very best of each type; and with the 
increase that should be made to it from 
time to time in the future, and care- 
ful attention to keping it in a high 
state of efficiency and repaiF, it is well 
adapted to the necessities of the coun- 
try. 

The great increase of the navy which 

has taken place in recent years was 
justified by the requirements for naval 
defense, and has received public ap- 

robation. The time has now ‘arrived, 

owever, when this increase, to which 
the country is committed, should fora 
time take the form of increased facili- 
tics commensurate with the increase 
of our naval vessels. It is an unfor- 
tunate fact that there is only one dock 
on the Pacific Coast capable of docking 
our largest ships, and only one on the 

Atlantic Coast. and that the latter has 
for the last six or seven months been 

under repair, and therefore incapable 
of use. Immediate steps should be 
taken to provide three or four docks of 
this capacity on the Atlantic Coast and 
at least one on the Pacific Coast, and 
a floating dock on the Gulf. This is 
the recommendation of a very compe- 
tent board appoirmted to investigate the 
subject. There should also be ample 
rovision made for powder and projec- 
es and other munitions of war, and 

Yor an increased number of officers and 

listed men. Some additions are also

| MORE BATTLESHIPS. 
As there are now on the stocks five 
battleships of the largest class which 
cannot be completed for a year or two, 
I concur with the recommendation of 
the Secretary of the Navy for an ap- 
propriation authorizing the construc- 
tion of one battleship for the Pacific 
Coast, where at present there is only 
one in commission and one under con- 
Struction, while on the Atlantic Coast 
there are three in commission and four 
under construction; and also that sev- 
eral torpedo-boats be authorized in con- 
nection with our general system of 
coast defense. 
ALASKA’S NEEDS, 


The Territory of Alaska requires the 


prompt and early . attention. of 
Congress. The conditions now ex- 
isting demand material changes 
in the laws’ relating to. the 


Territory. The great influx of pop- 
ulation during the past summer and 
fall and the prospect of a still larger 
immigration in the spring will not per- 
mit us to longer neglect the extension 
of civil authority within the Territory, 
or postpone the establishment of a 
more thorough government. 
A general system of public surveys 
has not yet been extended to Alaska, 
and all entries thus far made in that 
district are upon special surveys. The 
act of Congress extending to Alaska the 
mining laws of the United States con- 
tained the reservation that it should 
not be construed to put in force the 
general land ldws of the country. By 
an act approved March 3, 1891, author- 
ity was given for entry lands for town- 
site purposes, and also for the purchase 
of not exceeding 160 acres thereafter 
occupied for purposes of trade and man- 
ufacture. The purpose of Congress, as 
thus far expressed, has been that only 
such rights should apply to the Terri- 
tory as should be specifically named. It 
will be seen how much renvains to be 
done for that vast and remote and yet 
promising portion of the country. 
Special authority was givea t9 the 
President by the act of Congress ap- 
proved July 24, 1897, to divide the Ter- 
ritory into two.land districts and to 
designate the boundaries thereof and 
to appoint registers and surveyors of 
said land offices, and the President was 
also authorized to appoint a Surveyor- 
General for the entire district. Pursu- 
ant to this authority, a Surveyor-Gen- 
eral and receiver have been appointed, 
with offices at Sitka. If in the ensuing 
year the conditions justify it, the «d- 
ditional land district authorized by law 
will be established, with an office at 
some point in the Yukon Valley. No 
appropriation, however, was made for 
this purpose, and that is now necessary 
to be done for the two land districts 
into which the territory is to be divided. 
I concur with the Sececetary of War 
in his suggestions as to the necessity 
for a military force in the Territory of 
Alaska for the protectio1 of persons 
and property. Already a smuall force 
consisting of twenty-five men with two 
offices under command of Lieut.-Col. 
Randall of the Eighth Infantry,has been 
sent to St. Michael to establish a mij]- 
itary post. 
As it is to the interest of the gov- 
ernment to encourage the development 
and settlement of the country, and its 


with the benefits of legal machinery, 
I earnestly urge upon Congress the 
establishment of a system of govern- 
ment of such flexibility as will enable 
it to adjust itself to the future areas 
of greatest population. 

YUKON FOOD SHORTAGE. 

The startling, though possibly ex- 
aggerated, reports from the Yukon 
River country of the probable short- 
age of food for the large number of 
people who are wintering there, with- 
out the means of leaving the coun- 
try, are confirmed in such measure as 
to justify bringing the matter to the 
attention of Congress. Access to that 
country this winter can be had only 
by the passes from’ Dyea and vicinity, 
which is most difficult, and perhaps 
an impossible task. However, should 
these reports of the suffering of our 
fellow-citizens further verified, 
every effort, at any cost, should be 
made to carry them relief. 

INDIAN TERRITORY. 


For a number of years past it has 
been apparent that the conditions un- 
der which the five civilized tribes were 
established in the Indian Territory 
under treaty provisions with the 
‘United States, with the right of self- 
gcvernment and the exclusion of all 
white persons from’ within their 
borders, have undergone so complete 
a change as to render the continuance 
of the system thus inaugurated prac- 
tically impossible. The total number 
of the Five Civilized Tribes, as 
shown by the last census, is 45,494, and 
this number has not materially  in- 
creased, while the white population is 
estimated at. from 200,000 to. 250,000, 
which, by permission of the Indian 
government, has settled in the Terri- 
tory. The present area of fhe Indian 
Territory, contains 25,694,564 acres, 
much of which is very fertile land. 

The United States citizens residing 
in the Territory, most of whom have 
gone there by invitation or with the 
consent of the tribal authorities, have 
made permanent homes for themselves. 
Numerous towns have been built, in 
which from 600° to 6000 white people 
now reside. Valuable residences ‘and 
business houses have been erected in 
many of them. Large business enter- 
prises are carried on, in which vast 
sums of money are employed, and yet 
these people who have invested their 
capital in the development of the pro- 
ductive resources of the country are 
without the title to the land they oc- 
cupy, and have no voice whatever in 
the government either of the nations 
or tribes. Thousands of their chil- 
dren, who were born in the Territory, 
are of gchool age, but the doors of 
the schools of the nations are shut 
against them, and what education 
they get is by private contribution. 
No provision for the protection of 
the lire or property of these white citi- 
zens is made by the tribal govern- 
ments and courts. . 

The Secretary of the Interior reports 
that leading Indians have absorbed 
great tracts of land to the exclusion 
of the common people, and government 
by an Indian aristocracy has _ been 
practically established, to the detriment 
of the people. It has been found im- 
possible for the United States to keep 
its citizens out of the Territory, and 
the executory conditions contained in 
treaties with these nations have for 
the most part become impossible of 
execution, had it been possible for the 
tribal government to secure each in- 
dividual Indian his full enjoyment in 
common with other Indians of the 
common property of the nations. 
Friends of the Indians have long be- 
lieved that the best interests of the 
Indians of the Five Civilized Tribes 
would be found in American citizen- 
ship with all the rights and priviliges 
which belong to that condition. ; 

By section 16 of the Act of March 3, 
1893, the President was authorized to 
appoint three commissioners to enter 
into negotiations with the Cherokee. 
Choctaw, Chickasaw, Muskogee (or 
Creek) and Seminole nations, com- 
moply known as the “Five Civ- 
ilized Tribes in the Indian  Ter- 
ritory. Briefly, the purposes of 
the negotiations were “the  extin- 
guishment of the tribal title to any 
lands within that Territory now held 
by any and all such nations or triben. 
either by cession of the same or some 
part thereof of the United States or 
by allotment, or by the division of 
the same in severalty among the In- 
dians of such nations or tribes resnec- 
tively, as may be entitled to the same. 
or by such other method as may be 
/agreed unon between the several na- 
tions and tribes aforesaid, or each of 
them with the United States, with a 
view to such an adjustment unon the 
basis of justice and equity as may. 
with the consent of the said nationa 


sary, requisite and suitable, to enabie 
the ultimate creation of a State or 
States of the Union, which shall em- 
brace the lands within said Indian Ter- 
ritory.” 
The commission met much opposi- 
tion from the beginning. The Indiana 
were very slow to act, and those in 
control manifested a decided disinclina- 
tion to meet with favorable proposi- 
tions submitted to them. A little more 
than three years after this organiza- 
tion, the commission effected an agree- 
ment with the Choctaw nation alone. 
The Chickasaws have refused to agree 
to its terms, and as they have a com- 
mon interest with the Choctaws tn the 
lands of said nations, the agreement 
with the latter nation could not have 
been with the consent of the former. 
April 23, 1897, the commission effected an 
agreement with both tribes—the Choctows and 
Chickasaws. This agreement, it is understood, 
has. been ratified by the -constitutional au- 
thorities of the respective tribes or nations 
or parties thereto, and only requires rati- 
fication by Congress to.make it binding. On 
the 27th of September, 1897, an agreement 
was effected with the Creek nation, but it 
is understood that the national council re- 
fused to ratify the same. Negotiations are 
yet to be had with the Cherokees, the most | 
populous of the Five Civilized Tribes, and 
with the Seminoles, the smallest in point 
of numbers, in the Territory. 
The provision in the Indian Appropriation 
Act, approved June 10, 1896, makes it the 
duty of the commisison to investigate and 
determine the rights of applicants fer citi- 
zenship in the Five Civilized. Tribes. The 
commission is at present engaged in this 
work among the tribes, and has made ap- 
pointments for taking the census of these 
people up to and including the 30th of the 
present month. 
Should the agreement between the Choc- 
taws and Chickasaws be ratified by Con- 
gress, and should the other tribes fail to 
make an agreement with them, then it will 
be necessary that some legislation shall be 
had by Congress which, while just and hon- 
orable to the Indians, shall be equitable to the 
white people who have settled ipon these 
lands by invitation of the tribal nations. 
Hon. Henry L. Dawes, chairman of the com- 
mission, in a letter to the Secretary of the 
Interior, under date of October 18, 1895, says: 
“Individual ownership is, in their (the com- 
mission's) opinion, absolutely essential to any 
permanent improvement in present condi- 
tions, and the lack of it is the root of nearly 
all the evils which have so grievously af- 
flicted these people. Allotment by agreement 
is the only possible method, unless the Urited 
States courts are clothed with the authority 
to apportion the lands among the citizen In- 
diansfor whore use it was originally granted.’”’ 
I concur with the Secretary of :he Interior 
that there can be no cure for the evils en- 
gendered by the operation cof these great 
trusts, excepting by their resumption by tho 
government which created them. 

YELLOW FEVER. 
The recent »revalence ci the yellow fever 
in the number of cities and towns through- 
out the South has resulted in much disturb- 
ance of commerce, and demonstrated the ne- 
cessity of such amendments to our quaran- 
tine laws as will make the regulations of 
the national quarantine authorities para- 
mount. The Secretary of the Treasury, in 
that portion of his report relating to the 
operation of the Marine Hospital Service, 
calls attention to the defects in the present 
quarantine laws, and recommends amend- 
ments thereto which will give the Treasury 
Department the requisite authority to pre- 
vent the invasion of the epidemic diseases 
from foreign -countries, and in times of 
emergency like that of the past summer will 
add to the efficiency of the sanitary measures 
for the protection of the people, and at the 
same time prevent unnecessary restrictions 
of commerce. I concur in his recommenda- 


tion. 

In further effort to prevent the invasion of 
the United States by yellow fever, the im- 
portance of the discovery of the exact cause 
of the disease, which up to the present time 
has been undetermined, has been obvious, and 
to this end a systematic bacteriological in- 
vestigation should be made. I therefore rec- 
ommend that Congress authorize the appoint- 
ment of a commission by the President to 
consist of four expert bacteriologists, one to 
be selected from the medical officers of the 
Marine Hospital Service, one to be appointed 
from civil life, one to be detailed from the 
medical officers of the army, and one from 
the medical officers of the navy. 


PACIFIC RAILROAD SALES. 


The Union Pacific Railway main line was 
sold under decree of the United States court 
for the district of Nebraska ‘on the first and 
second of November, this year. The amount 
due the gavernment cansisted.of the prin- 
cipal of the subsidy bonds, $27.236,512, and the 
accrued interest thereon, $3!.211,711.75, making 
the total indebtedness -$58,448,223.75. The bid 
at the sele covered the first-mortgage lien 
and the entire mortgage claim of the govern- 
ment, principal and interest. The sale of 
the subsidized portion of the Kansas Pacific 
line, upon which the government holds a 
second-mortgage lien, has been postponed at 
the instance of the government to December 
16. The debt of inis division of the Union 
Pacific Railroad to the government on No- 
vember 31, 1897, was the principal of the sub- 
sidy bonds, $6,303,000, and the unpaid and 
accrued interest, $6,626,530.33, mahing a to- 
tal of $12,929,690.33. 

The sale of this road was originally ad- 
vertised for November 4. For the purpose of 
securing the most public notice of the event 
it was postponed until December 16, and a 
second advertisement of the sale was inade. 
By the decree of the court, the upset price 
of the sale of the Kansas Pacific will yield 


prior liens, costs and charges. If uo ciber 
or better bid is made, this sum fs al! that 
the government will receive on its claim of 
nearly $13,000,000. The government has no 
information as to whether there will be other 
bidders or another bid than the maximum 
amount herein stated. The question  pre- 
sented, therefore, is whether the government 
shall, under the authority given it by the 
Act of March 13, 1889, purchase or redeem 
the road in the event that a bid is not made 
by private parties covering the. entire gov- 
ernment claim. To qualify the government 
to bid, the sales will require a deposit of 
$900,000, as follows: In the government calse. 
$500,000, and in each of the first-mortgage 
causes, $200,000, and in the latter the de- 
posit must be in cash. Payments at the sale 
are as follows: Upen the accsptanze of the 
bid, a sum which, with the amount already : 
deposited, shall equal 15 per cent. of the bid; 
the balance in installments of 25 per cent., 
thirty, forty and fifty days after the confir- 
mation of the sale. 

The lien on the Kansas Pacific prior to that 
of the government on the 30th of July, 1897, 
principal and interest, amounted to §$7,281,- 
048.11. The government, therefore, should it 
become the highest bidder, will have to pay 
the amount of the first-mortgage lien. I be- 
lieve that under the Act of 1897 it has the 
authority to do this, and in the.absence of 
any action, I shall direct the Secretary of the 
Treasury to make the necessary deposit as 
required by the court’s decree to qualify as 
a bidder, and to bid at the sale a sum which 
will at least equal the principal of the debt 
due the government, but suggest, in order 
to remove all controversy, that an amend- 
ment of the law be immediately pased, ex- 
plicitly giving such powers and appropriat- 
ing in general terms whatever sum is suf- 
ficient therefor. 

In so important a matter as the govern- 
‘ment becoming the probable owner of rail- 
road property which it perforce must con- 
duct and operate, I feel constrained to lay 
before Congress these facts for its consider- 
ation and action be’cre the consummation 
of the sale. It is clear to my mind that the 
government should not permit the property 
to be sold at a price which will yield less 
than one-half the principal of its debt and 
less than one-fifth of its debt, principal and 
interest. The government, rather than ac- 
cept less than its claim, should become a bid- 
der and thereby the owner of the property, 
and I submit this to Congress for action. 


CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY. 


The library provided by the Act of Con- 
gress approved April 17, 1896, has been com- 
pleted and opened to the public. It should 
be @ matter of congratulation that, through 
the foresight and munificence of Congress, tke 
| nation possesses this noble treasure-house of 
knowledge. It is earnestly to be hoped that, 
having done sc much toward the cause of’ 
education, Congress will contimue to develop 
the library tn every phase of research, to the 
end that it may be not only one of the most 
magnificent, but among the richest and most 
beautiful libraries in the world. 

The important branch of our government 
known as the civii service, the practical im- 
provement of which has long been a subject 
of earnest discussion, has of late years re- 
ceived increased legislative and executive ap- 

rovai. 
During the past few months the service 
has been placed on a still firmer basis of 
business methods)and personal merit. While 
the right of our veteran soldiers to rein- 
statement in deserving cases has been as- 
serted. dismissals for merely political rea- 
sons have been carefu.:y guarded against; 
the examinations for admittance to the serv- 
ice enlarged, and at the same time rendered 
less technical and more practical, and a dis- 
tinct advance has been made by giving a 
hearing before dismissal upon all cases 
wherein competency is charged or demanded, 
or the removal of officials in any cf the de- 
partments. 

This order has been made to give to the 
accused his right to be beard without in any 
way impairing the power of removal, which 
should always be exercised in cases of in- 
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ioe reform system, preventing stagnation and 
dead wood and keeping every employé keenly 
alive to the fact that the security of his 'ten- 
ure depends not on favor, hut on his own 
tested anacarefully-watched record of service. 

Much, of course, still remains to be accom- 
plished before the system can be made rea- 
sonably perfect for our needs. There are 
places now in the classified service which 
ought to be exempted and others unclassified 
may properly be included. I shall not hesi- 
tate to exempt cases I think have been im- 
properiy included in the classified service, 
or include those which in my judgment will 
best promote the public service. The system 
has the approval of the people, and it will be 
my endeavor to uphold and extend it. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


I am forced by the length of this mes- 
sage to omit many important references to 
affairs of the government with which Con- 
gress will have to deal at the present ses- 
sion. They are fully discussed in the de- 
partment reports to all of which I invite your 
earnest attention. 

The estimates of the expenses of the gov- 
ernment by the several departments will, I 
am sure, have your careful scrutiny. While 
Congress may find it an easy task to re- 
duce theexpenses of the government, It should 
not encourage their increase. These expenses 
will, in my judgment, admit of a decrease 
in many branches of the government without 
injury to the public service. It is a com- 
manding duty to keep the appropriations 
within the receipts of the government, and 
thus avoid a deficit. '

ANOTHER HITCH, 


COUNCIL CANNOT AGREE UPON THE 
HITCHING ORDINANCE, 


It Will Be Considered in Special 
Session Tomorrow—Negotintions 
With the Water Company to Be 
Resumed — Building Operations 
During the Past Year. 


Although the hitching ordinance oc- 
cupied the attention of the City Coun- 
cil during a large part of its session 
yesterday, no action was taken, and 
the ordinance still stands unchanged. A 
special session of the Council will be 
held at 10 o'clock Wednesday morning 
for the express purpose of considering 
the various modifications of the ordi- 
mance that have been proposed. A 
minority of the Councilmen favor an 
amendment, placing no restriction on 
hitching, except that it shall not con- 
tinue longer than twenty minutes, 
There is little prospect that such an 
amendment will be passed, as most of 
the Councilmen realize that it would 
prove little better than nothing. 

The Water Supply Committee _re- 
ported the conclusions reached at its 
meeting last Friday,and reported in 
The Times. In accordance with the 
report, the Council decided to renew 
negotiations for the purchase of the 
Water Company's plant. 

The annual report of the Building 
Superintendent presented interesting 
statistics as to the number and cost of 
buildings erected during the past year. 
As the result of the agitation over 
street signs, the City Attorney was di- 
rected to prepare an ordinance prohib- 
iting the erection of advertising sign- 
posts after February 1. 

THE MORNING SESSION. 


The meeting of the City Council yes- 
terday morning was a brief one. The 
only business of’ importance was the 
consideration of the reports filed last 
week by city officials and committees, 
as reported in these columns. Final 
ordinances for various street improye- 
ments were passed, in accordance with 
the recommendations of the City Clerk. 

The usual demands and requisitions 
Were presented and approved. 

On motion by Mathuss the Street Su- 
perintendent was instructed to notify 
the Los Angeles Railway to place its 
tracks on grade on Second street be- 
tween Hill and Olive streets. 

At the afternoon session the follow- 
ing communication was received from 
the Mayor: 

“I herewith respectfully return to 
your honorable body without: my ap- 
proval the inclosed demand of W. 
Shearer for $25 on the fire-department 
fund, it having come to my knowledge 
that the demands of W. D. Shearer for 
$80 and W. Shearer for $25, approved 
by your honorable body November 29. 
1897, are for one and the same person. 
I find that two separate demands of 


Mr. Shearer have been approved 
monthly since August 1, 1897. It would, 


I believe, be establishing a bad prece- 
dent to permit any one person to hold 
two positions under our city govern- 
ment at one time. It is evident that 
one or the other of the positions must 
of necessity suffer.”’ 

This communication was referred to 
bs Finance Committee for investiga- 

on. 

A communication was read from C. 
B. Boothe, in reference to the current 
report that the contract for supplying 
the city with 5000 feet of fire hose will 
probably be readvertised. The writer 
entered a protest“against ‘such action 
asserting that his bid was the lowest 
that was made, and that he was enti- 
tled to the contract. Some difference 
of opinion arose as to the disposition to 
be made of this communication, but it 
was finally, on motion by Mathuss re- 
ferred to the Supply Committee by a 
vote of 5 to3. This vote was construed 
by some of those present as indicatiy 
of a break in the fire-hose deadlock 

The protest of W. B. Stewart against

Broadway, had been set for hearing at 
the afternoon ‘session, but as no one

WATER BOND PETITION. 

The report of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee upon the petition asking th. 
Council to call an election to vote upcn 
the issue of bonds for the purpose vo: 
purchasing a new water system was 
as follows: 

“Your Water Supply Committee tc 
whom .was referred the petition ask- 


struciion being disposed of, discussion 


} actuated by a desire to leave no stone 


ing that immediate steps be taken to 
build an entirely new and independent 
Water system for the entire city, begs 
leave to report as follows: 

“In considering the radical request 
contained in this petition it became a 
matter of grave concern with your 
committee, having in mind the com- 
plications Which might ensue, whether 
the demand for the immediate con- 
struction of an entirely new system of 
Waterworks was actually the real or 
fancied desire of the petitioners, many 
of whom had, since signing the petition, 
stated to members of the committee 
that their signatures were merely to 
indicate their desire for speedy mu- 
nicipal ownership and not to invite le- 
gal complications by precipitate move- 
ment toward new work at the present 
time. 

“As an expression of the people in 
favor of municipal ownership this peti- 
tion, containing about 3381 signatures, 
representing peonle in all the varied 
walks of life, becomes a matter for 
serious consideration. But your com- 
mittee is cognizdnt of the firm and 
united stand taken by your honorable 
body in favor of municipal ownership 
from the date of the organization of 
the present Council, and is assured that 
a memorial from an equally interested 
people, while always in order and en- 
titled to cheerful consideration, is not 
requisite in order that every advance 
may be made toward the earliest ac- 
complishment of the ardent desires of 
this community. In order to secure an 
interchange of the widely-divergent 
ideas upon the subject of immediate 
construction of a water system, and to 
harmonize if possible the impetuosity 
of many of our people with the = ap- 
parently insurmountable legal barriers 
Which seem to hedge us in at the pres- 
ent time, your committee held a public 
meeting throughout Friday afternoon, 
December 3, which was participated in 
by many of the petitioners, the legal 
representatives of petitioners and the 
city, members of this Council, the City 
Engineer and other interested parties. 

“After a full discussion of the ques- 
tion in all its phases it was generally 
admitted that it would be unwise and 
inexpedient to take immediate steps to 
consiruct a new water system. 

“The question of immediate con- 
was had upon the question of taking 
such steps as would remove the legal 
difficulties which now exist to the con- 
struction of new works prior to the ter- 
mination of the present lease with the 
Los Angeles City Water Company. In 
short, what can be done by your hon- 
orable body to enable you to raise the 
funds and enter upon the construction 
of an entirely hew system of water- 
works prior to the termination of pres- 
ent contract with the water com- 
pany without subjecting the people you 
represent to the payment of not only 
the cost of a new plant, but the value 
of the improvements made by the 
er company to the old plant, as 
well? 

“Upon this subject your committee 
finds a difference of opinion both legal 
and civic; nor does it by its recommen- 
dation herein pretend to decide that the 
way is clear for a successful outcome 
along the lines suggested, but being 


unturned to acquire a municipal water 
plant, new or old, at the earliest mo- 
ment consistent with the interests of 
the community, your committee begs 
submit the following recommenda- 
tions: 

“First—That no action be taken at 
this time to construct an entirely new 
Water system. 

‘“Second—That the City Attorney be 
instructed to prepare a resolution look- 
ing to negotiations attempting to agree 
With the water company upon the value 
of the improvements made by them as 
provided in the contract with said 
water company dated July 22, 1868, in 
order that the city may pay to the 
Water company at the exniration of 
said contract the amount of compensa- 
tion agreed upon to cover value of the 
said improvements made by said water 
company during term of lease.” 

Grider demanded a_ separate vote 
upon each of the two recommendations 
made by the committee. The first rec- 
ommendation, that no action. be taken 
at this time to construct an entirely new 
system, was sustained by a vote of 7 
to 2. The second recommendaton was 
adopted unanimously, 


ANNUAL BUILDING REPORT. 


The annual report of Building Super- 
intendent Stratton for the year ending 
December 1, was presented to the Coun- 
cil. The report was as follows: 
“The following statement will show the 
building record of this city since the 
establishment of this department in 
July, 1889:

“As required by section 58 of the 
City Charter my report shall show the 
general results of my inspection:

CURBSTONE SIGNS. 

The Board of Public Works presented 
the following recommendation concern- 
ing the use of signs on the curb: 

“In the matter of petition No. 1878, 
from A. D. Shepard et al., asking that 
ordinance No. 1642 (New Series) be 
amended so as to except from its pro- 
visions transportation and telegraph 
companies, the same as newspaper of- 
fices and theaters, we would respect- 
fully recommend that, as the time is 
drawing near when all poles in’ the 
business centers must be removed, 
the City Attorney be instructed to pre- 
sent an ordinance prohibiting the erec- 
tion of advertising sign posts, without 
any exception, said new ordinance t« 
go into effect on February 1.” 

e recommendation was adopted 
without debate and the accompanying 
ordinance was passed unanimously. 

THE HITCHING ORDINANCE. 

The Board of Public Works also pre- 
sented. an ordinance amending the 
hitching ordinance so as to allof& teams 
and vehicles to stand on all streets for 
a period not exceeding twenty minutes. 

This amendment to the existing ordi- 
nance was the recult of a conference 
held at the noon intermission, but it 
was quickly apparent that, the change 
proposed did not meet with the ap- 
proval of all the Councilmen. Several 
of them expressed a preference for an 
amendment to section 3 of the ordi- 
nance, prepared by C. C. Wright, Esq., 
attorney for the Merchants’ and Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, which was as 
foilows: 

“The Chief and Assistant Chief of 
the fire department, when in discharge 
of their duties as such, and all per- 
sons when in the act of receiving or 
delivering merchandise or transacting 
business at the place of hitching, shall 
be exempt from the provisions of this 
ordinance, provided that no _ person, 
when in the act of receiving or déliv- 
ering merchandise or transacting busi- 
ness at the place of hitching, shall allow 
any animal or vehicle to remain so 
hitched or to stand while he may be so. 
engaged for a longer time than fifteen 

President Silver defined his position 
upon the question at issue, saying that 
there had: been already too many ordi- 
nances that are a dead letter and that 
he would favor either the enforcement 
of the orjJginal hitching ordinance or its 
repeal. He added that he would be 
willing to exclude Main sireet from 
the territory in which the ordinance 
is in force. 

The roll-call on the twenty-minute 
ordinance, recommended by the Board 
of Public Works, resulted in the defeat 
ef the ordinance by a vote of.5 to, 4. 
Baker, Mathuss, Nickell, Toll and Pres- 
ident Silver voting against it. 

The Councilman from the Eighth 
Ward entered upon an irrelevant phil- 
ippic against the Chief of Police, but 
was quickly squelched by Toll, who 
called him to order. 

Shortly afterward President Silver 
moved a reconsideration of the vote, 
which was carried. The matter was 
then referred back to the Board of 
Public Works with instructions to re- 
port at a special meeting of the Coun- 
cil which is to be held at 10 a.m. to- 
morrow. 

Grider offered an ordinance repeal- 
ing the hitching ordinance, but it was 
defeated by the usual vote of 5 to 4. 
AN ALLEY FIGHT. 
The Board of Public Works pre- 
sented a recommendation that an ac- 
companying draft of ordinance of in- 
tention to open an alley twenty feet 
in width between Broadway and Hill 
street, from Fourth street to Fifth 
street, and repealing the ordinance 
previously adopted, be placed upon its 
passage. 
This precipitated a debate. Mathuss 
called aitention to the fact that he 
had not joined in the recommenda- 
tion, and declared himself in favor of 
the original ordinance, fixing the width 
of the alley at twenty-five feet, ex- 
cept at the ends, where it was to be 
fifteen feet. 
Addresses were made by representa- 
tives of the property-owners who ad- 
vocate an alley of a uniform width of 
twenty feet. Some debate ensued be- 
tween Judge Lamme representing this 
interest, and Councilman Mathuss, who 
resented language used by the attor- 
ney. 
' Blanchard finally offered a motion 
that all proceedings for opening an 
alley be abandoned. 
This brought Toll to his feet with 
the declaration that the motion plainly 
indicated the purpose of all the oppo- 
sition to the ordinance of intention 
adopted last week. He said it was 
obvious that the one object of ths 
obstructionists was to defeat the alley 
altogether, but that it was the busi- 
ness of the Council to put the meas- 
ure through. 

President Silver then called Nickell 
to the chair and moved, as a substi- 
tute, that action be deferred one week. 
This motion was finally carried by a 
vote of 5 to 4. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 
Final ordinances were presented by 
the City Engineer and passed by the 
Council as follows: Establishing the 
grade of Thirty-seventh street from 
Figueroa street to Vermont avenue; es- 
tablishing the grade of Hough avenue 
from Jefferson street to the south city 
boundary; establishing the grade of 
Fifteenth street from Maple-avenue to 
a point 854.25 feet east. Assessment. 
diagrams for the sewering of Park 
View street between Ninth and Elev- 
enth streets, and for the Sewering of 
Eighteenth street, Central avenue, Es- 
sex street and Paloma street were pre- 
cented and approved. 

Ordinances of intention were adopted 
as follows: To establish the grade of 
Twenty-fifth street from a point 229.80 
feet east of Rosedale avenue toa point 
135 feet east of Bonita avenue; to con- 
struct a sewer on San Fernando street 
between Bellevue street and Ord street; 
to construct a sewer on San Fernando 
street between Ord street and Alpine 
street: to grade Washington street 
from Central avenue to:-Compton ave- 
nue; to improve Adams street between 
Hoover street and Congress avenue by 
grading the same with the natural soil. 
Ordinances were also adopted as fol- 
lows: -An ordinance, fixing,and estab- 
lishing the width of the sidewalk on the 
west side of Alameda street between 
Second and Fourth streets at ten feet; 
also an ordinance fixing the width of 
the sidewalk on the east side of Ala- 
meda street from First street to Fourth 
street at ten feet.

GRAND JURY TO PROBE INTO THE 
CASE OF JUROR McINTYRE. 


Strong Hints That One of Comp- 

, ton’s Agents Successfully ‘“Ap- 
proached” the Odd Juror—Had 
Seen Webb to His Sorrow. 


Charges of a sensational nature 
have been made against C. I. McIn- 
tyre, the juror who stood alone for 
acquittal in the Compton forgery case 
and who held the jury out for nearly 
twenty-nine hours before the court or- 
Gered its discharge. 

McIntyre is charged with having ac- 
cepted money from one of Compton’s 
agents with the understanding that he 
would “hang”? the jury, of which he 
was a member. The story has been 
received at the District Attorney’s of- 
fice with sufficient assurance as to the 
probability of its correctness to .move 
Dist.-Atty. Donnell to lay the matter 
before the grand jury. 

McIntyre is not the only member of 
the Compton jury who had been = ap- 
proached, according to the statements 
of two or three of the members of 
that bedy. George <A. Longfellow, 
who resides at Whittier, states that on 
Thursday last he was approached by 
a man representing Compton, whose 
name he declines to give, and was of- 
fered $100 in gold coin if he would 
stand out for acquittal. The proposi- 
tion was ignored, as has been proven 
by the ballots taken by the jury be- 
fore its discharge. Two other jurors 


have intimated that an opportunity to 


make money in “hanging’’ the jury 
was clearly presented to them, but 
they declined to mention either names 

McIntyre was discharged from. the 
term panel by Judge Smith imme- 
diately after the jury had been dis-— 
charged, upon representations that 
there was no possibility of a verdict 
being agreed upon. 

In view of the boast made by Comp- 
ton to Ware, to the effect that he 
could “‘split” or “hang’’ any jury that 
could be produced in court, which 
boast has not yet been denied, the 
District Attorney believes that he is 
thoroughly -justified in his suspicions 
and warranted in bringing: the matter 
to the attention of the grand jury. 
About three weeks ago McIntyre 
succeeded in being transferred. from 
Department Three to Judge Smith's 
court. When presenting to Judge 
York his application for transfer, he 
explained that he desired to do more 
regular service; that Judge Smith was 
short of jurymen, and that he would. 
prefer to serve in the criminal court. 
He said he had had a talk with Judge, 
Smith, and that the latter had agreed 
to ask that he be transferred. Dur- 
ing the conversation with Judge York, 
Clerk Logan of Judge Smith’s court 
came up and stated that Department 
One needed more men on the panel, 
and Judge York immediately ordered 
that the transfer of two jurors, one 
of whom was McIntyre, be made. 
McIntyre states, with some evident 
degree of pride, that he has had some 
business relations with the Board of 
Education now under process of in- 
vestigation. Several months ago he as- 
pired to the position of janitor of the 
High School, and was given every 
assurance by Walter L. Webb, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Education, that 
the position would be his. 

“l knew Webb had the main string 
in hand,” said McIntyre, “and had 
no doubt that I would receive the ap- 
pointment asked for.” 

McIntyre was afterward told by a 
member of the board, according to his 
own statements, that he could get the 
job, but would have to put up $100. 
The member told him that there were 
several applicants for the position, and 
that there was ‘$100 in it.””. McIntyre 
agreed to be “stood up” for the 
amount without a whimper of protest, 
and proceeded to lay his plans to en- 
ter upon his duties at the High School 
at the first of the following month. 
But another man secured the plum. 

“Guess he bid higher’n I did,” Mc- 
Intyre remarked the. other day. And 
that was as much as he would say. 

It is understood that the Compton 
matter will be called to the atten- 
tion of the grand jury today, and that 
McIntyre will be called before that 
body to explain away some of the ac- 
cusations made against him.

“Six-shooter Bill”) Powell Roasted 
by Judge Smith. 


It is seldom that a week passes with- 
out some one appearing in the criminal 
courts with a long story as to how he 
was ‘“‘fleeced’”’ by one of the sure-thing 
men doing business in this city. The 
Tatest victim heard from appeared be- 
fore Judge Smith yesterday to plead on 
a charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon.

“You are a young man, and every time 
you come to town you take a bee-line 
for either Alameda street or a poker 
joint. That’s a fact isn’t it?’ and the 
Judge looked Powell in the eye await- 
ing a reply. : 

The prisoner shook his head to indi- 
cate that such was not the case, and 
started in to explain that he went into 
the poker rooms back of the Mineral 
saloon at First and Main in search of 
his brother. 

“Well, that’s entirely too thin,” 
Judge Smith interrupted. ‘You went 
there because you wanted to be there. 
You like those places. You are what 
is called ‘a good thing,’ and are easy 
prey for the gamblers with whom you 
like to associate. If you haven’t enough 
sense to keep out of such places you 
ought to be fleeced. But understand 
me: I am not excusing the gamblers at 
all. You might have killed off half a 
dozen or more and not done worse. I 
am merely telling you that I think 
you met the fate that fools like you 
deserve.”’

The 
trade papers publish a large amount 
of advice to grocers as to how to con- 
duct their business, how to buy and 
sell, how to treat customers, to keep 
old ones and gain new cones. The Com- 
mercial Tribune thinks there is: room 
for a little advice to be given to the 
customer. That journal savs: 

“We believe that the customers of 
the retail grocery stcre keeper stand 
very much more in need of advice than 
the storekeeper himself. Many of them 
are sadiy lacking in manners, and no 
consideration for the feelings of an 
overworked and overadvised class of 
men. A female, for instance, came into 
Store, and, after mu¢h hag- 
gliing, bought a pumpkin for 5 cents. 
She wanted it delivered to her house 
and told the groceryman that. she 
would mark the pumpkin so that it 
would not be changed on her: she had 
had her choice of the lot, and also re- 
marked that she would not pay for it 


until it was delivered, for fear she 
would not get he right one. This wo- 
man, in speech and manner, -openly 


questioned the honesty of her grocer, 
and was sadiv lacking in the commoz 
civilities of life. This is only one small 
instance of the many coarse and raw 
things with which the storekeeper has 
to contend. There is lots of room for 
improvement on the part of the cus- 
tomer. Let the trade journal turn its 
advice tank upon the customer: for a 
while and give the storekeeper a chance 
to digest what he has been receiving 
for the last ten years.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPIcs, 
“IRRIGATION DISTRICT BONDS. A 
few days ago The Times referred to 
the muddle in which many of the irri- 
gation districts find themselves. The 
Wright irrigation law wasa good one, 
theoretically, but it proved to be a very 
poor one in practice, having confiscated 
thousands of acres of land and eo pen- 
ing the door for many wildcat schemes. 
Many farmers will be unable to pay 
the large amounts of bonds for which 
they have never received any value. It 
is honed that this irrigation bond mud- 
dle may soon be straightened out in a 
satisfactory manner. 

The people of Escondido are in some 
trouble about their irrigation System. 
The San Diego Advocate says that the 
system is not adequate to irrigate the 
Jand in the district, and now the Escon- 
dido Land and Town C ompany refienes 
10 pay its irrigation tax, which the pa- 
per quoted thinks may résult in bank- 
rupting the district, unless the prop- 
erty is bought by outsiders. The Ad- 
Vocate says:

FASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Although speculators 
in stocks have sought to influence prices for 
several weeks by surmiscs cn the contents of 
the President's message, the actual publica- 
tion of that document today had little effect 
on the market. There was nothing in it that 
came as a surprise, almest every point hav- 
ing been accurately foretold in detail.

Most of 
the day’s movemept of prices was, however, 
due to special causes, and was especially 
marked in the specialties. Sugar was te 
leader in point of activity and strength, and 
advanced at one time 3%, points. Its strength 
was caused by the approaching dividend 
period, and belief in. the advantage arising 
from the newly-applied ccuntervailing dutie:. 
Some of today’s railway statements of ecarn- 
ings for the fourth week in November were 
so favorable as to lift the prices of their 
stocks. The Coalers were decidedly weak. 
The money market continued notably easy, 
and it was reported that large sums are of- 
fering on time loans for Chicago and@ other 
western banks in this market. Notwithstand- 
ing the ease of money and sharp stiffening 
in the discount rate, both in Lend@on and 
Berlin, sterling exchange was weak. The 
bond market was ective, with the exception of 
an interval of dullness at midday, and prices 
advanced without interruption.

CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—At the opening and for 
a short time after wheat was in a weak con- 
ition. Opening at 89%4@789%, as comprred 
with Saturday's close of 92%, it sold off slowly 
under fairly liberal offerings, to 88%. Early 
news almost altogether favored sellers. Liv- 
erpool showed 4@eod decline at 1:30 p.m. 
World’s shipments were vcry large, amount- 
ing to 9,899,000 bushels, fully 750,400 more 
than expected, though all the increase was 
from America. In the last twenty-iwo weeks 
America has furnished three-fifths of all the 
wheat shipped by exporting countries. The 
trade was also figuring cn a visible increase 
50,000 against a decrease of 2,600,000 last 
ear. The opening weakness was adder d io 
the liberal Northwestern receipts, Minne- 
apolis and Duluth reporting a total of 1315 
cars, against 1149 last week, and 1C€48 a year 
ago. Chicago receipts were 257 cars. After 
the market had dipped to 88%, however, there 
was a quick rally cn covering by shorts, and 
the market went to £944 without much effort. 
It had been expected that in case of a break 
beiow £9, a big line cf long stuff would came 
out, but in this the crowd was appointed. The 
visible showed a larger increase than ex- 
pected; aggregating 1.1£9.000 bushels, bring- 
ing the total stocks to 340,845,000. A year 
ago they were 56,212,009 bushels. But so 
firm was the markct that even the excessive 
increase fell Mat in so far as affecting prices 
was conecrred. At 12 o’clock May had so!d as 
high as £9%, the market being helped a 
great deal by rallies at New York and St. 

uis. The market held very steady at that 
price, betame suddenly weak and dropred 
to 88%. This was due te the Orange Judd 
Farmer report, which gave the area of 
winter wheat sown as 14 per cent. larger 
than the crop harvested in 1897, although the 
condition of the plant was put at only 84 
per cent. There was an endeavor on the 
part of early buyers to realize on the ‘pur- 
chases, but a lack cf suppc crting orders, cither 
from outside or inside, rendered this difi- 
cult, and the decline to 88%, resulted. Just at 
the close an effcert was made to buy some 
December, but 96 had ta be paid, a cent above 
Saturday’s close. May closed nervous at 
88%. There was not much done in. cern. 
The market opened a shade lower with wheat, 
but became steady after a slight decline and 
held well throughout the session. The trad- 
ing wWas small, entirely professional. The 
market for oatS was a very narrow one. with 
some offerings, and equally restricted de- 
mand. Trade was almost altcecther profes-. 
sional. Provisions ruled strong and higher 
on a moderate amount of business. Receipts 
of hogs were 3000 less than expected, and the 
market -was- influenced by that. principally.

RIVERSIDE, Dee. 6.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The orange shipments will be large 
this week to meet the holiday demand. Much 
of the fruit now being shipped is well col- 
ored and seasoned, while some is much too 
green to warrant picking, and the result will 
probably be a slump in prices. After this 
week the shipments will fall off until the 
middle of January. The railroad companies 
are experiencing difficulty in supplying cars 
fast enough to meet the demand. of the 
shippers.

to. One expert wrote that from the sample 
sent him, the tobacco, if properly treated in 
the sweating, ought to sell for at least 50 
cents per pound. A letter received from a 
tobatco manufacturer in Missouri states that 
the sample sent him had an especially fine 
flavor, and advised getting a Cuban expert 
to treat and handle the tobacco in order not 
to ruin the reputation in the outset by im- 
proper handling.

The schooner Lou, which left this port 
about a week ago on a whaling expedition off 
Coronado Islands, returned Saturday without

thans found sporting in the waters a short 
distance south of the islands. The accident 
happened while the Leu was in the very 
midst of the school of huge sea monsters, 
and so disorganized the crew that no further 
attempt was made to effect a catch, and the 
whales, evidently taking the hint, proceeded 
to make themsclves conspicuous by their 
absence. The Lou at once headed for San 
Diego and upon arrival Gunner Goddard, the 
injured member of the crew, was landed, and 
th eservices of a physician were secured. Mr. 
Goddard’s left hand was partially carried 
away by tlie explosion of the bomb, and am- 
putation may be necessary in order to save 
the arm.

THE AIR OF HIGHLAND HEAVILY 
CHARGED WITH ELECTRICITY. 


Complaints Laid Before the Doard 
of Supervisors — Death of a 
Woman Pioneer—Baseball Game 
Won by Ontario Players—A Box 
Car on Fire. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 6. — [Regular 
Correspondence.] The County Board of Sup:r- 
visors met in regular session Monday. 

The morning was devoted largely to Palm 
avenue, Highland. The ball was started roll- 
ing by the reading of a communication on the 
subject from the pen of William Penn Rogers, 
Populist, that was couched in words that 
burn. Mr. Rogers had three grievances to 
present. The first was to the effect that ‘‘thse 
Sunset Telephone Company has recently taken 
possession of Palm avenue,’’ by erecting polcs 
‘*hideous in appearance’’ along its west line, 

Mr. Rogers’s second grievance had to do 
with the Redlands Electric Light Company, 
whose poles align the cast side of Palm ave- 
nue. The company, the communication stated, 
is ‘‘perpetrating a monstrous crime against 
the rights of the citizens of Highland by run- 
ning powerful ‘and deadly currents of electric- 
ity without any insulation or protection what- 
ever,’’ which wires are said to be ‘‘liabie to 
all the accidents cf fire and fiocd.’” And 
again, ‘“‘the citizens of Highland. forgetting 
that there was ever such a thing as the ‘Bos- 
ton tea party,’ have quietly submitted to this 
fiendish crime in the hope that your honor- 
able board, which permitted the company to 
occupy their streets, would finally grant them 
protection from the impending slaughter made 
possible, and even prebable, by this grasping 
and soulless monopoly.”’ 

Thirdly, Mr. Rogers said harsh things about 
the land-holders on the. west side of Palm 
avenue, alleging that for several years they 
have encroached on and appropriated to their 
own private use a portion of that street, sev- 
eral feet in width. The communication closed 
with an carnest appeal for the immediats 
abatement of the three alleged nuisances 
named.

highway. Several interested property-owners 
urged the board to take necessary § action 
without further delay. and on motion cf 
Supervisor Cooley the County Surveyor was 
instructed to draw a deed for the _ right-of- 
way.

Scotto Family’s Tronbles—A Lively 
Time Between the JSastice and 
an Unruly Lawyer=—Plans for a 
New Pleasure Wharf—Ten Dol- 
lars’ Worth of Tobacco Juice. 


SANTA MONICA, Dec. 6.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Bide .for the qgnatruction of a 
trunk sewer 7300 feet in length and extending 
from near Tenth strect along railroad avenue 
nearly to the beach, and thence along near 
the beach to Strand street were received 
by the City Trustees this afternoon. The 
work is to be mostly of ofen-cut construc- 
tion, averaging about ten feet in depth 
through very hard carth.
